Racing Effective Jan. 3.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 
(AP). — In its most drastic 
man-power moves of the war, 
the Government today barred 
horse and dog racing and 
served notice that materials, 
fuel and transportation will be 
denied businesses which defy 


man-power regulations. 

Selective Service also was di- 
rected to review the qualifications 
for military service of professional 
athletes. 

The actions capped a week of 
intensified endeavor to speed up 
the whole American war effort to 
the greater pace which the Ger- 
man counteroffensive has shown 
wil] be necessary for victory. 


In earlier moves, the Govern- 
ment had: 

1. Increased the draft rate for 
January and February from 
60,000 to 80,000. 


2. Raised its sights on war 
production to plan on the basis 
that heavy fighting may con- 
tinue in Europe for a year or 
more. 

3. Frozen production of civil- 
ian goods at current levels in- 
definitely. 

4. Sharply cut the allotment 
of automobile tires for civilian 
use, 

Ordered by Byrnes. 

Today's actions were ordered di- 
rectly by James F. Byrnes, direc- 
tor of War Mobilization and Re- 
conversion. It was announced, 
however, that his request that all 
racing tracks close by Jan. 3 was 
issued with President Roosevelt's 
approval, 

That request, along with the 
tightening of manpower regula- 
tions, is aimed at “squeezing” 
man-power out of less essential 
activities and into war production. 
Even before the German offensive 
raised new production problems, 
it had been estimated that war 
plants needed 300,000 more work- 
ers than they have. 

Byrnes asked Selective Service 
Director Lewis B. Hershey to re- 
view the professional athletes’ 
qualifications for military serv- 
ice, xplaining that it was diffi- 
cult for both him and the public 
to see how an individual could 
be unfit for military service yet 
capable of engaging in games 
“demanding physical fitness.”

WHITE CHRISTMAS 
LIKELY FOR THE 
ST. LOUIS REGION 


Snow Flurries Predicted With 
Temperature Below 
Melting Point. 


St. Louis will have a white 
Christmag after all, Meteorologist 
Harry F. Walgren said yesterday. 

Light snow was reported fall- 
ing in Kansas and Nebraska yes- 
terday, and was expected to move 
into Missouri by last night, he 
said. Snow fiurries are predicted 
for the St. Louls area, and since 
temperatures are expected to re- 
main around the freezing mark, 
any that falls can be expected to 
remain on the ground, he added. 

For those who would like to 
compare _ statistics tomorrow, 
Walgren said the last time there 
was snow on the ground for 
Christmas was in 1939. The warm- 
est Christmas was in 1889, with a 
maximum temperature of 71 de- 
grees and a minimum of 56 being 
recorded. The coldest of record 
was in 1879, when it was 1 be- 
low zero, 


HUNGARIANS MOVE TO SET UP 
NEW RULE; MOSCOW REPORTS 


Assembly in Liberated Areas to 
Form Government to Work 
With United Nations. 
| LONDON, Dec. 23 (AP).—Mos- 
cow announced tonight that a pro- 
visional Hungarian national as- 
sembly had been elected in lib- 
erated parts of that country and 
jane started work at Debrecen to 
‘establish a new provisional gov- 
ernment which would co-operate 

with the United Nations. 

The broadcast of the Moscow 
announcement, recorded here by 
the Soviet Monitor, said the 230- 
member assembly held an organi- 
zational meeting Thursday and is- 
sued an appeal to the Hungarian 
people to break with Germany and 
join with the United Nations. 

The new government as it is 
authorized to be set up would rival 
the puppet regime of pro-Nazi 
Ferenc Szalasi which has fled 
\from besieged Budapest to Sopron 
‘on the Austro-Hungarian border. 
‘The assembly elected as its presi- 
‘dent Bela Zede, professor of the 
juridical academy at Miskolec. Vice 
presidents are Kalman Santo, pro- 
fessor at Debrecen University, and

Christmas will be observed to- 
morrow with many of the festiv- 
ities traditional in St. Louis, de- 
spite three years of war, but ab- 
sence of service men and women 
will temper celebrations in thou- 
sands of homes. 

Members of the armed forces 
from other cities required to spend 
the day in St. Louis will be enter- 
tained at numerous parties by or- 
ganizations desirous of making 
the holiday a pleasant one for 
them. 

The U. 8. O. Service Men’s Cen- 
ter in Kiel Auditorium will serve 
a Christmas breakfast tomorrow 
morning and will hold a dance to- 
morrow night. Gifts will be pre- 
sented on both occasiong to all 
men and women present, Other 
events have been scheduled 
throughout the week. 

Turkey dinners will be served 
at Scott Field, Jefferson Barracks, 


the Naval Air Station at Lambert- 
St. Louis Field and the Naval 
Training School at the foot of 
Ferry street. Parties were ar- 
ranged for various times over the 
week end. 

Turkey also will be enjoyed by 
about 6000 persons in city insti- 
tutions, The city purchased, in 
addition to about 7000 pounds of 
live turkeys, some 2000 pounds of 
hard candy and nuts and mince 
meat. 

The ordinary citizen may not 
fare so well. Fewer turkeys were 
on the market than in the past, 
and the supply of ducks and geese 
was described as “very, very 
short.” Cranberries and Cali- 
fornia oranges were scarce, but 
celery was plentiful. 

While the variety of Christmas 
gifts was limited by wartime 
shortages, plenty were available. 
Dollar volume of department store 
Sales was around 17 per cent 
greater this year than last year 
during the height of the shopping 
period, 

Travel wag reported “exception- 
ally heavy.” Soldiers were return- 
ing to the city on furlough and 
wives and mothers were boarding 
trains and busses to visit men in 
Army camps. Many persons were 
able to take advantage-of the 
double holiday to visit relatives. 

Customary Church Services. 

Churches will conduct their cus- 
tomary Christmas services. Many 
will have services this evening and 
midnight mass will be celebrated 
in Catholic churches, A somewhat 
unusual service will be an interra- 
cial Christmas vesper hour, spon- 
sored by the Metropolitan Church 
Federation and the St. Louis Fel- 
lowship of Reconciliation at 4 
p. m, today at the First Christian 
Church, Fountain and Aubert ave- 
nues, 

The holiday season for St. Louis 
public school children began Fri- 
day. Classes were dismissed at 
noon and will not reconvene until 
Jan. 2. Christmas vacation for 
Washington University students 
began yesterday. Classes will be 
resumed Jan. 4. The seasonal va- 
cation began Thursday at St. 
Louig University and will end 
Jan, 3. 

More than 30,000 carolers will 
visit homes in St. Louis and St. 
Louis County tonight to sing 
Christmas songs and accept dona- 
tions for welfare work among 
underprivileged and crippled chil- 
dren.

LONDON, Dec. 23 (AP). — A 
hard-fighting Russian thrust west- 
ward above the Danube River in 
Hungary has gained as much as 
16 miles and placed Red Army 
troops within 100 miles of Vienna

The Soviet communique ignored 
a German radio announcement 


that Red Army forces had entered 
the southern and eastern suburbs 
of Budapest in a new frontal as- 
sault, but reported heavy fighting 
northeast, north, northwest and 
southwest of the Hungarian cap- 
ital, 

The drive toward Bratislava and 
Vienna through mountainous, 
wooded country below Ipoly Sag 
(Sahy) and north of the Danube 
captured nine towns and reached 
the barrier of the Ipoly River on 
a 20-mile front from Ipoly Sag to 
its confluence with the Danube, 
Moscow disclosed, 

Ipoly Reported Crossed. 

The German news agency, DNB, 
said the Russians had crossed the 
Ipoly and had reached the valley 
of the Hron (Gran) River, about 
12 miles farther west on former 
Czechoslovak territory,

NAZI’CHUTISTS HEED 
REICH PROPAGANDA, 
FALL IN G. I, HANDS 


Three Officers Captured 
When They Walk Into Town 
They Heard Germans Held.

AMERICAN FIRST ARMY 
HEADQUARTERS, Dec. 22 (De- 
layed) ,AP).—Ill, hungry and dis- 
gusted, three German paratroop 
officers were captured when they 
walked into Monschau after hear- 
ing a Nazi propaganda broadcast 
that the German town was in 
Nazi hands, 

“You Americans are too bloody 
obstinate,” sighed one paratrooper 
wearily as he was taken off to 
an Army hospital to be treated 
for pneumonia and trench feet. 

The young officers and several 
hundred men had been dropped 
in the Monschau area almost a 
week ago at the start of the great 
German offensive. Their mission 
was to disrupt communications, 
shoot up American troops and 
gather information. 

Most of them were rounded up 
quickly, Others donned American 
Army or Belgian civilian clothing 
and hid in the woods, not know- 
ing where to go next because of 
the fluid nature of the lines. 

Hearing over his portable radio 
a German broadcast that Mona- 
chau had been enveloped by Nazi 
armies, the three decided to go 
there. The American G.l.s joy- 
ously welcomed them. 


BERLE SAID TO BE SLATED 
FOR AMBASSADOR 10 BRAZIL 


Post Would Be First Foreign One 
For Authority on World 
Politics, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (AP).— 
Adolf A, Berle is slated for ap- 
pointment as Ambassador to 
Brazil, it was learned authorita- 
tively today. 

Berle resigned as assistant Sec- 
retary of State in the recent de- 
partmental shakeup. He has had 
long experience with international 
and political affairs, although this 
will be his first foreign diplomatic 
post, 

Berle came to the department in 
the early days of the New Deal as 
one of President Roosevelt's brain 
trusters. 

The Brazilian post is considered 
of extreme importance in view of 
Argentina’s split away from the 
solid war front of the Americas.

Mass Murder Investiga- 
tors Report Prisoners 
Frozen in Barrels, 


Children Used as Tar- 
gets.

MOSCOW, Dec. 23 (AP).—A So- 
viet extraordinary state commis- 
sion investigating war crimes re- 
ported today that 700,000 persons 
including an undetermined num- 


ber of citizens of the United States 
and Britain, had been killed by the 
Germans in three camps in Lwow 
province, Poland. 

The report did not give the 
names of the Americans and 
Britons, nor any details concern- 
ing them. The victims of all na- 
tionalities were said to include 
both civilians and prisoners of 
war. * 

Writers, artists and musicians 
were made to wash the stairways 
of one seven-story building with 
their tongues, and then were com- 
pelled to pick up garbage with 
their lips, ghe report said. 

In another incident, the report 
related, the commander of one of 
the camps, the Yanov camp, threw 
two 4-year-old children into the 
air and shot them to amuse his 
own 9-year-old daughter. 

‘Human Icicle’ Treatment. 

The committee said it was also 
established that at the three 
camps—Yanov, Sitadel and Lisen- 
itz—the Gestapo devised the “hu- 
man icicle” treatment, which con- 
sisted of putting bound prisoners 
into barrels of water and then 
placing the barrels outside in be- 
low-zero temperatureg with guards 
standing over them until they be- 
came frozen in ice. 

Nazi Gestapo Chief Heinrich 
Himmler was said to have partici- 
pated directly in the crimes, visit- 
ing the camps several times for 
personal inspection. ' 

“As a result of this,” the report 
said, “the Lwow atrocities of the 
German monsters were dis- 
tinguished by particular ‘refine- 
ments.’ They bear the mark of 
the personality of Himmler him- 
self,” 

The German government, said 
the report, systematically sent to 
the Lwow camps prisoners of war 
and civilians of foreign states 


GASOLINE STOLEN 
BY TRUCKLOAD BY 
YANKS IN FRANCE 


Hundreds Held in Black 
Market Inquiry —Cig- 
arettes, Other Supplies 
Also Hijacked. 


By GEORGE TUCKER 
PARIS, Dec. 23 (AP).— Thou- 
sands of gallons of American gaso- 
line intended for the Allied war 
machines at the front are being 
hijacked daily and fed into the 


French black market. 

Cigarettes and post exchange 
supplies as well have been stolen 
in carload lots—mostly by Ameri- 
can soldiers—and sold at fantastic 
prices. Hundreds have been ar- 
rested, 

A tightening of the French gov- 
ernment’s attitude toward the 
French black market agents in- 
volved has been promised. At least 
5000 unauthorized automobiles 
have been taken from civilians 
who were unable to disclose the 
source of their gasoline. 

Two <American enlisted men 
were sentenced to life imprison- 
ment by a general court in No- 
vember for selling government 
property to black market agents. 
Implicated in the Same offense 
was a French civilian. Tried be- 
fore a French civil court, the 
Frenchman was let off with a 
fine of 1200 franca ($26), 

American officials immediately 
called this to the attention of the 
French government and in future 
all civilians charged with similar 
offenses will face a French mili- 
tary tribunal. 

Officers say the losses have not 
affected the great battle now rag- 
ing in Belgium and Luxembourg 
one way or another. Maj. Gen. 
Henry Benton Sayler, chief ord- 
nance officer in the European 
theater of operations, reported the 
thefts had no bearing on the cur- 
rent military situation. 

At 8 a, m. today in just one de- 
tention barracks in Paris 1308 
Americans were under arrest and 
more than half of these are 
charged with misappropriation of 
government property.

Vith, 12 miles southeast of Stave- 
Jot, had been taken by the Ger- 
mans. 

Masses of German armor were 
reported pushing the Americans 
back slowly from St. Vith toward 
Vielsalm, nine miles to the west 
and seven miles south of Stavelot. 

Headquarters described this ac- 
tion, where the Americans were 
trying to prevent a link-up of 
major German wedges, as one of 
the epic stands of the war. The 
Americans slugged it out toe to 
toe, and are still fighting with 
great courage, but are slowly be- 
ing pressed back by superior 
forces. 

In the Malmedy sector the Ger- 
mans still were trying to gather 
enough strength to break through 
and widen their penetration, head- 
quarters said, 

The enemy apparently is still 
hoping to break through this flank 
and reach the American supply 
dumps, said the dispatch from the 
front. The dumps are becoming 
as vital now to outstretched 
armored fingers as to the defend- 
ing Yanks. 


Thrust Toward Namur, 


In the western penetration one 
German spearhead in a 10-mile 
advance has reached Marche, 22 
miles north of Libramont, and 23 
miles southeast of Namur. Ameri- 
can troops still hold Libramont. 

A front dispatch said that by 
Friday morning the Germans also 
had cut a highway northeast of 
Hotton, five miles northeast of 
Marche and 23 miles south of 
Liege. Heavy fighting was re- 
ported between Hotton and Soy, 
three miles to the northeast, 

Headquarters said there was 
considerable enemy pressure 
south of Marche on the highway 
to Laroche, but there was no in- 
dication of a continued retreat of 
American troops, 

The extent of the American 
counferattacks north of Arlon and 
Mersch was not given, but it ap- 
peared to be in the nature of a 
large-scale operation, and front 
dispatches said that vapor trails 
of the supporting aircraft ranging 
the frosty skies were as thick as 
plow farrows. 

At the southeastern end of the 
enemy’s offensive bulge there was 
no change in the situation. The 
Americans still hold a stable line 
in the Echternach sector although 
the Germans have widened the 
base of their salient to Diekirch, 
five miles southwest of Echter- 
nach. 

A dispatch from this area said 
that the American relief drive 
from the south, if it makes any 
major advance, will menace the 
entire southern German flank. It 
said that although the war was a 
swift and fluid one an early end 
of the war is possible if Gen. Omar 
Bradley's men can meet and 
checkmate the daring German 
thrusts. 

Great Air Battles, 

In the first good flying weather 
in a week, every type of American 
and British plane surged over the 
battle sector in Belgium, Luxem- 
bourg and western Germany, a 
ing a hail of bombs and bulléts 
with ravaging effect. 

Incomplete figures showed that 
a total of 178 enemy planes had 
been destroyed and 17 tanks and 
armored vehicles knocked out. A 
total of 194 motor vehicles, 71 rail- 
road cars, two locomotives and 
seven gun positions also were de- 
stroyed and five rail] arteries cut. 

Added to these impressive figures 
was the death of many German 
soldiers caught on snow-covered 
roads where the enemy was firmly 
silhouetted. 

In some of the fiercest air bat- 
tles of the war with hundreds of 
German planes which also took ad- 
vantage of the clear weather, the 
Allied airmen rampaged over a 
wide front between the invasion 
area and the Rhine River. The 
heavy bombers, more than 400 
American and 100 British, concen- 
trated on rear bases and rail junc- 
tions in Germany. 

The loss of three heavy bombers 
and 13 fighters was reported by 
the United States Eighth Air Force 
while the United States Ninth an- 
nounced it had lost 14 fighter- 
bombers. British losses had not 
yet been announced.

American garrison still was hold- 
ing out. A front dispatch also 
said that the Germans had occu- 
pied Mohret, an intervening town 
10 miles northeast of Libramont. 
transport planes es- 
corted by fighters swept low over 
besieged Bastogne, on the impor- 
tant Liege-Arlon highway, and 
dropped supplies within the city 
to the Yank troops.

On the basis of-the headquarters 
announcement the Germans now 
hold a 22-mile-long north-south 
wedge inside Belgium, between 
Marche and Libramont, and have 
driven 40 miles beyond their jump- 
off positions on the eighth day of 
their carefully-planned winter of- 
fensive. 
From within the areas overrun 
by the Germans filtered stories of 
isolated American tank and infan- 
try units fighting a courageous, 
harassing battle behind the ene- 
my’s lines. 
The Germans in northern Lux- 
embourg Thursday ‘overwhelmed 
Wiltz, where an American force 
had been surrounded. They stabbed 
into Bastogne, nine miles west, but 
the doughboys still held the town, 
Supreme headquarters described 
German losses in man power and 
equipment as unquestionably high. 
German prisoners—and there were 
few of them so far—conceded that 
their losses were great. 
There was no attempt to mini- 
mize American losses. Groups as 
large as a battalion had been over- 
whelmed. Some still held out in- 
side the German lines, hoping to 
be rescued by counterblows.

1500 U, S. AIRMEN INTERNED

from overseas, but only 
about 22,000 of the total are 
coming back under the rotation 
plan, 

About 8000 are being re- 
turned for temporary duty in 
the states. The rest are sick 
and wounded soldiers, and men 
brought back for operational 
reasons, 

This information came from 
Secretary of War Stimson, in 
reply to a letter from Senator 
Cordon (Rep.), Oregon, who 
had received several petitions 
from relatives and friends of 
personnel of the Forty-first Di- 
vision, which has been in the 
Pacific theater of operations 
more than two years. The pe- 
tition pleaded that the Forty- 
first be brought home.

Heavy Fighting.

The Germans acknowledged yes- 
terday that the Russians were two 
miles from Szewesfehervar. To- 
night they said these attacks 
had “increased to unparalleled 
strength,” and estimated that on 
that front and in the Ipoly Sag 
sector the Red Army was using 
18 infantry divisions and three 
mechanized corps, 


As an indication of the bitter 
nature of the fighting all along 
the fronts, Moscow announced 
that on Friday 107 German tanks 
had been knocked out, This made 
a total of 208 in two days. 

Officially the Russians continued 
to ignore both the Baltic front,

LONDON, Dec. 23 (AP).—Ger- 
man broadcasts made claims to 
day that Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower had been forced to drain 
man power from his entire West- 
ern Front in an effort to halt 
Field Marshal Karl von Rund- 
stedt’s offensive in the north, 

While asserting that weakened 
American forces were retreating 
to the south, the Berlin broad- 


casts indicated by their tone that 
Nazi propagandists might be get- 
ting ready to disclose the offen- 
sive had been slowed or even 
halted, 

One commentator after another 
spoke of “fierce battles” and of 
“throwing back repeated counter- 
attacks.” The high command's 
communique was headed by a 
paragraph saying “our troops 
warded off strong enemy relief 
attacks up to 14 times” in the 
Stavelot area. 

Patton Reported Moving. 

“The American Third Army con- 
tinued to evacuate its Saar bridge- 
heads because Gen. Patton had to 
move his forces to threatened 
areas on the Northern sector of 
the vast front,” said Transocean. 
“German troops are hotly pursu- 
ing the retreating Americans.” 

A later Transocean broadcast 
claimed that Lt. Gen. Alexander 
M. Patch’s Seventh Army “started 
to evacuate a number of pillboxes 
on the Alsace-Palatinate border” 
yesterday morning. 

Berlin claimed that “the Amer- 
icans have withdrawn large num- 
bers of troops from the Aachen 
sector.” 

Both the Nazi radio and the 
German communique emphasized 
a claim that the long-surrounded 
garrison at St. Nazaire, on the 
coast of the Bay of Biscay, had 
opened an attack and occupied 80 
square kilometers (30 square

Throughout the day the Ger- 
mans withheld up-to-the-minute 
news—whether good or bad. 

News Is Held Back. 

“The German aim is to leave the 
enemy groping about in the dark,” 
said one of the military commen- 
tators, Capt, Ludwig Sertorius.

Highly Trained English- 
Speaking Killers and 
Saboteurs Sent Out in 
Allied Uniforms.

SOMEWHERE IN BELGIUM, 
Dec. 22 (Delayed) (AP). —- The 
Nazi high command has improved 
on its fifth column and has de- 
veloped a sixth column for the 
present offensive, 

This sixth column is composed 
of a special command of trained 
assassins and saboteurs who speak 


perfect English and are dropped 
behind American lines dressed in 
American and British uniforms, 

This sixth column was organ- 
ized last October when all Ger- 
man commanders were given 
orders to detach all men in their 
service who had lived either in the 
United States or Britain before 
the war and send them to a head- 
quarters near Berlin, 


There they were given special 
tests and only fearless, ruthless 
men were kept, It was required 
not only that they speak English 
but speak it with a definite Amer- 
ican or British accent, 


At the same time German com- 
manders were ordered to turn in 
all captured American and Brit- 
ish equipment, including uniforms 
and dog tags, 


Organization of this force for 
offensive action was begun last 
October, indicating that Field Mar- 
shal Karl von Rundstedt’s offen- 
sive was at least two months in 
the planning stage. 

Given a mission to try to kill 
high Allied officers and carry out 
sabotage on a grand scale, the 
force was eguipped with American 
jeeps, command cars, tanks and 
half-tracks and ordered to infil- 
trate American lines. 


Some were dropped by para- 
chute behind the lines. Some were 
dressed in civilian clothes and or- 
dered to infiltrate towns, start 
fires, fight with the local garri- 
sons, and then flee, 


Some of these sixth columnists 
were uncovered and captured in 
Belgium towns, They were fownd 
equipped with tubes of sulphuric 
acid to throw in their captor’s 
faces and try to escape, 


Three Nazi Spies Caught In U, 8S. 
Uniforms, Executed, 


PARIS, Dec, 23 (AP).—The first

‘Non-Combat’ Troops Help Stop 
Nazis With Rifles and Bazookas 


Story of One Action in Big Battle — Yanks 
Had Only Three Cannon Left, All With 


Barrels Burned Smooth.

FORCES IN THE FIELD, Dec, 22 
(Delayed)—This is the story of 
what happened during the past 24 
hours on a small sector of the 
battlefront where American G. I.’s, 
many of them non-combat troops, 
stopped a German patrol with 
rifles and bazookas. The Ger- 
mans, part of the force Field Mar- 
shal Karl Rudolf Gerd von Rund- 
stedt is using in his current of- 
fensive, Came up against a stone 
wall, 

Yesterday, when Morley Cassidy 
of the Philadelphia Bulletin and I 
left to file our stories, Maj. David 
Hurwitz of Laramie, Wyo., and 
Capt. Joseph Hadari of Chicago, 
staff officers, were leaving to take 
up positions ina ‘foxhole, The Ger- 
mans were reported in a woods 
nearby, 

This morning on the way back 
to the front, Cassidy bet me 10 to 
one that the outfit would not be 
where we left it. We halted to 
talk to some tank men who had 
built a snow man along the road. 
Pfc. Richard Bolin, Brooklyn and 
Pvt. Delmar Gebert, Kenton, O., 
were arguing whether to make the 
snow man a five or six star gen- 
eral, Later we learned their outfit 
had gained four miles today. 

Maj. Hurwitz was back from 
his foxhole using a staff telephone 
and so I won the bet. Capt. Hadari 
said the Germans attacked at 6:30 
a, m., through darkness made 
more intense by a snowfall, 

Nazis Try Trickery. 

Sgt. Robert Neville, Marion, N. 
Y., having lain since the previous 
noon on a road listening for the 
Germans and waiting for them to 
blow up our road block, heard the 
enemy's motors and challenged 
them since he feared blowing up 
remnants of our forces still in the 
area north of us. A voice from 
the darkness replied to the chal- 
lenge by calling: “We are task 
force A.” 

Capt. W. Roadstrum, of Harris- 
burg, Pa., coming up the road at 
that moment, cried: “They’re 
phonies—there is no such thing.” 
Instantly a machine gun on the 
vehicle opened fire and miracu- 
lously the Captain was not hit, 

Simultaneously, Staff Sgt. Jay 
S. Orsar, Bay City, Tex., com- 
manding a platoon of tank de- 
stroyers a few hundred yards to 
the rear, stood on the open, dan- 
ger-filled road, eyed the distance 
to the enemy, and gave his guns 
the range and ordered them to 
fire, 

Sgt. Billy McLaughlin, Musko- 
gee, Ok., gunner, and Sgt. Orville 
Grisson, of Kansas City, on the 
first gun, and Sgt. James McCar- 
thy, Albany, N, Y¥., commanding 
the seconc gun, let fly and both 
scored direct hits on the enemy 
vehicles on the first shot. In the 
ghostly murk of the snow, the 
men made out a Jerry jeep, 
smashed in a heap behind the 
road barrier. Sgt. Neville had 
blown up the road block, as he 
had promised, only when he saw 
the enemy on the rise in the road 
100 feet away. 

Behind the Volkswagon was a 
massive troop carrier, which, 
though it could not be identified 
for certain in the dark, seemed 
to be United States equipment. A 
mhumber of Jerries leaped from 


the carrier, which flamed up after 
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a second hit, and headed for a 
nearby farmhouse, 


The whole line of Yank infan- 
trymen, composed of phone oper- 
ators, cooks, clerks and officers 
of this amazing outfit, opened up. 
Behind. the carrier was a truck 
which was soon hit by the tank 
destroyers, starting another blaze. 
Jerries tumbled from it into a 
second farmhouse and began to 
return our fire. 

When we arrived the battle was 
still in progress and a Mark IV 
tank, charging up the road, had 
just been trapped and knocked 
out by bazookas and tank de 
stroyers. All the enemy vehicles 
hit blazed a few hundred yards 
away from us, lighting the entire 
battle scene, 


Occasionally, figures darted 
from the two farmhouses to the 
burning vehicles to salvage weap- 
ons and munitions. Each time 
the whole line opened up on them, 
our men encouraging each other 
to get the “sonsabitches.” 


Bazookamen Sgt. Charles Haz- 
litt, Albia, Ia., and Cpl. Harold 
Blasing,; Harman, Minn, neck 
high in a foxhole beside a hay- 
stack, sent rockets stinging to- 
ward the first farmhouse, knock- 
ing a hole under a window. Ina 
foxhole on the other side of the 
haystack, Sgt. Henry Bissman of 
New York, ordinarily a messman, 
and Sgt. John O’Bryan of Pitts- 
burgh, ordinarily an artilleryman, 
manned rifles and picked off bi- 
cyclists who had accompanied the 
Jerry patrol and now were spread 
across the fields, 


Most U. 8. Guns Lost. 


The dim, snow-filled day had 
come and the men brushed flakes 
from their eyes and from their 
gunsights. A machine gun from 
the woodg opened up on them. Lt. 
Kenneth Nelson, Enid, Ok., 
plunged between the haystacks 
muttering in his three-day beard 
if he only had his artillery here. 
He had only three of 12 guns left 
after a five-day running battle 
under the fullest bulk of the Ger- 
man attack. The barrels of his 
remaining guns were burned 
smooth and could no longer hit as 
precise a target as a house or a 
machine-gun nest. 


However, Sgt. Orsar got his de- 
stroyers leveled on the machine- 
gun post and presently the steady 
knock-knock of the Jerry gun 
halted and the riflemen could lift 
their heads from their foxholes 
and resume picking off figures 
flitting in the snowy haze between 
the house and the: burning ve- 
hicles, 


From Marine Corps to War Job.

1000 NAZI DEAD 
IN SQUARE MILE 
NEAR MALMEDY 


Losses Force Foe to Stop 
Attack for Present, but 
He Still Has Strong Re- 


serves.

IN THE MALMEDY SECTOR, 
Belgium, Dec, 23 (AP).—Leaving 
more than 1000 dead in an area 
of a single square mile, the Ger- 
man command had to pull back 
a battered Elite Guard Division 
today that had been mauled by 
American doughboys for the past 
five days. 

The Allied air forces struck at 
the extended German tentacles 
for the first time since the enemy 
offensive started. 

During the night the entire 
complexion of the front has 
changed on this vital northern 
flank. 

Hard-freezing weather put a 
firm crust on fields and roads 
that were slush 12 hours ago. The 
skies cleared and thousands of 
Allied planes roamed the battle 
area, Condensation trails left by 
the planes furrowed the blue sky 
with, white, 

The cold was so bitter that sol- 
diers behind the front grouped 
around small bonfires in fields 
and at crossroads. 

Hundreds of the Hitler Youth 
did not feel the cold, however, for 
they lay dead, with white snow 
dotting their gray-clad bodies in 
no man’s land between the hulks 
of some 30 tanks that lay just 
over the hill from here. 

Nazis Still Trying. 

The Germans still are trying to 
brtak-through this vital elbow 
which holds up their drive toward 
Liege, but their appalling losses 
forced a cessation today, at least 
for a while, 

American artillery was giving 
the Nazis no rest, however, and 
the still, cold air shook to the 
thunder of the guns, Indicating 
that this fire is hurting the Nazis, 
fighter planes have just attacked 
an American artillery spotting 
Cub plane—something they rarely 
bother with, 

The German air force continues 
active over the whole battlefront, 
giving the Allies a real fight for 
air supremacy. For the first time 
since the landings in France last 
June, travel along rear area roads 
has been subject to strafing and 
bombing by elusive German fight- 

ers. 


Powerful Enemy Reserve. 

The German advance has slowed, 
but the enemy still has a powerful 
punch in reserve. 

In some sectors of this estab- 
lished front the Americans have 
taken the initiative from the Ger- 
mans locally, with aggressive pa- 
trolling and raids on the narrow 
communications lines of the Gere 
man panzers. 

The Germans have been stirring 
up the whole front with their own 
patrols and small counterattacks

President Roosevelt signed today 
the bill authorizing a billion-dollar 
postwar flood control program — 
the largest in the country's his- 
tory. 

The President approved the 
Measure with the understanding 
that it in no way jeopardizes the 
operation of a Missouri Valley 
Authority. 

In a statement he said the leg- 
islation in general “is a step for- 
ward in the development of our 


national water resources and pow- 
er policies.” 


Text of Statement. 

The text of the President’s 
statement: 

“T have signed, on Dec. 22, 1944, 
the flood contro] bill, H. R, 4485. 
It appears to me that, in general, 
this legislation is a step forward 
in the development of our na- 
tional water resources and the 
power policies, The plan of call- 
ing upon atates affected by pro: 
posed projects for their viewa is 
a desirable one, but, of course, 
the establishment of such a pro- 
cedure should not be interpreted 
by anyone as an abrogation by 
the Federal Government of any 
part of its powers over navigable 
waters. Authorization of the 
projects listed in the bill will 
augment the backlog of public 
works available for prompt initia- 
tion, if necessary, in the postwar 
period. 

“T note, however, that the bill 
authorizes for construction by the 
Corps of Engineers and the Bu- 
reau of Reclamation those im- 
provements in the Missouri River 
basin which, on Nov, 27, 1944, 
recommended be developed and 
‘administered by a Missouri Valley 
Authority. My approval of this 
bill is given with the distinct un- 
derstanding that it is not to be 
interpreted as jeopardizing in any 
way the creation of a Missouri 
Valley Authority, the establish- 
ment of which should receive the 
early consideration of the next 
Congress. 

“I consider the projects author- 
ized by the bill to be primarily 
for postwar construction, and, un- 
til ¢he current wars are terminat- 
ed, I do not intend to submit esti- 
mates of appropriation or approve 
allocations of funds for any project 
that does not have an important 
and direct value to the winning of 
the war.”

JERUSALEM, Dec. 23 (AP), — 
On thia sixth Christmas of the 
greatest conflict the world has 
known more than 500 American 
warriors will gather to celebrate 
the birth of the Prince of Peace. 

They started coming in by plane 
today, fresh from the mué of the 
battlefields in France, Germany 
and Italy, from North Africa, from 
stations in the Middle East and 
from the bleak coast of the Per- 
sian Gulf. 

There weren’t many officers 
among these pilgrims. Most of 
them were just plain soldiers, They 
follow the winding road to Beth- 
lehem soon after their arrival. In 
the Church of the Nativity they 
descend a short flight of stone 
steps and are shown the spot 
where it is said the manger stood. 

They will return to Bethlehem 
Sunday night. From 9 p. m. to 3 
a. m. relays of Army busses will 
carry them from Jerusalem. The 
Army and the Red Cross have ar- 
ranged everything. 

Many will attend the midnight 
mass in the church of St. Cath- 
erine, the Roman Catholic church 
adjoining the Church of the Na- 
tivity which is the common prop- 
erty of Roman, Greek and Armen- 
ian churches. They will hear the 
Christmas hymns sung by a choir 
of 2000 Polish army men and the 
Bethlehem bells and an American 
choir inaide the church broadcast- 
ing to the world, 


Mud and Blood at Front Prohibit 
Any Kind of Christmas. 

LONDON, Dec. 23 (AP).—In the 
mud and blood of the Western 
front there can be nothing ap- 
proximating Christmas—not even 
the ordinary Christmas at the 
front when special food and gifts 
are passed forward,

It may be assumed, therefore, 
that Mr. Farbman was partly 
moved by the wish to provide a 
little variety. In any case, he 
made an impressive showing both 
in his command of his instrument 
and his thoughtful and well-in- 
tegrated interpretation of the 
music, 

In general, he imparted a sus- 
tained breadth to both the first 
and second movements and in the 
first was able to preserve a defi- 
nite continuity of thought, despite 
the composer’s habit of interrupt- 
ing himself. The slow movement 
was restrained and poignant, but, 
while Mr, Farbman’s tone was ex- 
cellent throughout, there were 
times when the somber color of 
the music needed a denser texture. 

Mr. Farbman’s colleagues in the 
orchestra co-operated sympatheti- 
cally in the performance which 
was cordially received, 

The Sixth Symphony of Dimitrt 
Shostakovitch which occupied the 
second half of the program and 
which received a brilliantly volatile 
performance under Conductor 
Viadimir Golschmann, was dis- 
tinctly from another level of the 
mind. In contrast to the melan- 
choly ruminations of Sibelius, the 
Soviet composer was exuberant, 
witty, facile, vulgar and continu- 
ously effective. ‘ 

The Sixth Symphony, which was 
presented here for the firat time, 
ia divided roughly into two parta, 
The firat ia a long, slow move- 
ment-—very serious but far from 
melancholy—and the second, two 
fast movements. 

The effectiveness of the allegro 
and presto was the result of their 
whirling motion and the supreme 
deftness with which the various 
instruments of the orchestra were 
employed, both singly and in com- 
bination. This virtuosity of or- 
chestration transformed the banal 
little tunes into something better 
and made them sound like the 
healthy explosions of gay and 
youthful spirits. 

The masterly use of the orches- 
tra was equally evident in the 
slow movement and the best 
tribute to its soundness as music 
was the sustained attention of the 
audience. 

The program was opened with 
Alexander Tansman’s arrangement 
of the Bach Chorale, “Now Comes 
Our Savior.” The performance 
will be repeated this afternoon.

NAZIS MASSACRED 
ALL MEN, YOUTRS 
UF GREEK TOWN 


983 Died at*Kalavryta as 
Homes Were Burned— 
Foe Had Peacefully 
Spent 4 Days There.

KALAVRYTA, Greece, Dec. 23.— 
There is no Santa Claus for the 
children of Kalvryta. Their fathers 
were murdered by the Naxis a year 
and 10 days ago. . 

The Nazis killed the Santa 
Clauses of Kalavryta because they 
thought they could thus kill the 
Greek people’s will to be free. 
They struck at Kalavryta because 
it is a well-spring of that will. It 
was so in 1821. Here the first shot 
wag fired in the Greek war of in- 
dependence. Four days later, on 
March 25, the battle-cry of free- 
dom was proclaimed at Ayia 
Lavra, an ancient little monastery 
that still gleams produly on the 
mountainside southeast of this vil- 
lage. 

It was so in 1943. The people 
of Kalavryta were mostly upper 
middle-class — teachers, . doctors, 
lawyers, bank clerks, merchants 
with only a handful of peasants 
and workers. Yet there was 
never any doubt that it would be 
an active center of the Greek re- 
sistance movement against the 
Italians and the Germans. From 
the beginning the people of Kala- 
vryta took a serious part in the 
guerrilla activities in the north 
central area of the Peloponesus. 
The village gave considerable fi- 
nancial support, food and clothing 
to the underground, It gave its 
sons, 

There are other villages that 
have given more sons to the guer- 
rilla forces, but the Nazis singled 
out Kalavryta. It was to be an ex- 
ample, for every school boy in 
Greéce knew Kalavryta. 

On Thursday, Dec. 9, 1943, 2500 
Nazis closed in on the village. 
“Our only purpose here is to clean 
out the Communists,” they an- 
nounced. 

‘Thursday, Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday passed quietly. Nazi sol- 
diers billeted in the homes of the 
villagers, played with the children

and talked of their own back home 
in Germany, 

At 7 o’clock Monday morning, 
Dec, 13, the bells of St. Spyridon 
rang Out sharply. The entire pop- 
ulation was ordered to gather 
within an hour in the central 
square with one blanket each and 
enough food for a day. 

When all the people were as- 
sembled, the Germans started to 
separate the men and women. All 
males over 20 were ordered to 
stand aside. Women and children, 
together with a few old men, were 
— into a large school build- 
ng. 

In lines of four, the men and 
older boys marched up to a low 
hill six hundred yards northeast 
of the village. “You've nothing to 
fear,” the German soldiers kept 
telling them. 

Worrying more about their 
wives and children than about 
themselves, the men looked anx- 
iously down on their village. 

As they watchea, smoke started 
rising from the village. Slowly, 
the Germans went from house to 
house spilling phospherous powder 
on floors and then firing incen- 
diary bullets into it. Soon all the 
houses were burning. The spire 
of the church caught on fire and 
the flames swept toward the 
schoolhouse. 

Flares Signal for Killing. 

In anguish, the men on the hill 
and their sons drew closer. From 
the village, three blue flares shot 
into the clear blue sky. From 
camouflaged positions, machine 
guns started firing at the men of 
Kalavryta and their sons. 

Two Nazis and two revolvers 


added the final touch. They went 
around turning up each body. 
Those not dead were shot through 


the head. The official number of 
killed was 983. It is said there 
may have been more who were 
visiting the village on business.

William McClellan to Be 
Succeeded as CED 
Chairman by Howard 
I, Young. 


The St. Louls District Commit- 
tee for Economic Development, 
postwar planning group organized 
in March, 1943, will become an af- 
filiate of the St. Loulse Chamber 
of Commerce Feb. 1, it was an- 
nounced last night by William 
McClellan, chairman of the com- 
mittee. < 

McClellan, who also is chairman 
of the Eighth Federal Reserve 
District Committee for Economic 
Development, will resign as chair- 
man of the St. Louis District Com- 
mittee, and will be succeeded by 
Howard I, Young, president of the 
American Zinc, Lead & Smelting 
Co. McClellan, board chairman of 
Union Electric Co., will remain as 
chairman of the Federal Reserve 
district committee. 

Present members of the S8t. 
Louis District group and its vice 
chairmen, numbering approxi- 
mately 50, will resign, leaving 
Young free to form a smaller 
committee to work in affiliation 
with the Chamber of Commerce, it 
was announced. 

When CED started in St. Louis, 
the chamber preferred that the 
committee undertake its special) 
job of stimulating postwar plan- 
ning by individual business firms 
as an independent organization, 
although the committee always 
has had close co-operation from 
the chamber, McClellan said. The 
committee completed the first 
phase of its work with publication 
of an analysis of postwar employ- 
ment prospects last August, and 
affiliation with the chamber is 


now advisable in order to prevent 


duplication of effort, he added, 
Affiliation of the two organiza- 
tions wag approved by the cham- 
ber’s executive committee last 
week, George C. Smith, president 
of the chamber, reported, Under 
the new setup, the chamber will 
provide the staff for CED.

300-BILLION NATIONAL DEBT 
CHALLENGE TO GOVERNMENT 


Solvency, Stability, Economy, Private Sav- 
ings at Stake in Handling 
: Problem. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (AP). 
—Fiscal experts took a look today 
at a prospective national debt of 
300 billions and said its manage- 
ment would afford one of the 
greatest challenges ever to con- 
front the Government. 

At stake in finding a sound 
method of handling it are the sol- 
vency of the Government, stability 


of the national economy and the 
savings and investments of every 
American. ; 

These experts aren't exactly 
worried yet, but they are working 
on a budget, which President 
Roosevelt will submit to Congress 
in about 10 days, which will in- 
crease the debt to more thah 300 
billions. 

In former years, they say, it 
didn't matter greatly if there was 
a deficit, because the total debt 
wag relatively small] and there al- 
ways were prospects of running 
into a period of good years which 
‘would permit trimming it to com- 
fortable size. . 

Interest to Equal Prewar Costs. 

After this war, however, the 
Government won't be able to take 
many chances. For it is going to 
cost about as much to pay interest 
on the debt, to say nothing of re- 
tiring it, as it used to cost for to- 
tal prewar expenses of the Gov- 
ernment, ¢ 

Should peace plans prove inade- 
quate, it would be a staggering 
job to pile costs of another war 
or a depression on top of a 300 
billion debt. 

Some economists believe the im- 
mediate postwar years will be 
relatively prosperous, that de- 


mands pent up during the war 
will be unleashed. Others say 
that the prospect of heavy de- 
layed demands has been exag- 
gerated, except in a few lines of 
consumer goods. 

Views of both groups pretty 
well coincide on a sharp dip to- 
wards depression levels after two 
or three postwar years. 

Should these fears prove well 
founded and the national income 
slip back to around 40 billions a 
year, the Government might find 
itself borrowing again to meet 
running expenses—and borrowing 
to pay interest on its borrowed 
money. 

Large Income Hoped For. 

Consequently, Government finan- 
cial authorities are hopeful that 
America can keep the annual na- 
tional income at 140 to 150 billions 
after the war. 

As a result of the attention the 
debt problem is receiving, an en- 
tirely new approach to fiscal poll- 
cy is shaping up. 

In the past, the Government has 
figured out how much it could af- 
ford to spend with the national 
income and tax receipts at such 
and such a figure. Now, it may 
have to compute its expenses in 
advance, decide how large the 
national income will have to be to 
meet those expenses—and deter- 
mine whether it should do some 
prodding to push the income up 
to the required level. 


Amid all the financial uncer- 
tainty, there is one thing the fis- 
cal experts are sure of—not in 
this generation and perhaps not 
in many generations will the na- 
tional debt ever be whittled back 
down to a comparatively slim 20 
to 30 billions.

Roosevelt Says People Bear Duty 


Of Keeping U.S. 


Free of Prejudice 


Calls for Vigilance Against Bigotry So That 


“Men Returning From Wart May Find 
Freedom for Which They Fought. 


NEW YORK, Dec, 28 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt said today 
that it was “the solemn duty for 
us who live and work in _ the 
United States to keep our country 
free of prejudice and bigotry so 
that, when our fighting men re- 
turn, they may find us living by 
the freedom for which they are 
ready to give the full measure of 
devotion.” He sent a message to 
the National Conference of Chris- 
tiang and Jews. The conference 
is an organization for the promo- 
tion of justice, friendship, under- 
standing and co-operation among 
Protestants, Catholics and Jews 
in the United States. 

The text of the President’s mes- 
sage follows: 

“It is highly fitting that in the 
midst of the world struggle for 
liberty we should remind  our- 
selves of the spiritual realities by 
which the ideals of freedom are 
nourished. The principle of hu- 
man brotherhood is the source of 
our political democracy and this 
principle is rooted in the faith 
which our fathers knew and which 
we have lived by. One God is our 


father and all of us are brothers 
and sisters in hig family. We 
worship at different altars and 
express this faith in many ways. 
But deeper than the differences 
is the spiritual unity that makes 
us the people. 

“On battlefields throughout the 
world, Americans of many cul- 
tural backgrounds stand together 
in one fighting force that presents 
an unbroken front against the 
enemies of freedom. We move 
forward to victory—one people 
dedicated to one flag in the serv- 
ice of justice and peace for all. 
As these men and women of the 
fighting’ forces carry on their 
struggle against tyranny overseas, 
they dream of the homeland in 
which equal opportunity for the 
good life is open to all, It is, 
therefore, a solemn duty for us 
who live and work in the United 
States to keep our country free 
of prejudice and bigotry so that 
when our fighting mef return 
they may find us living by the 
freedom for which they are ready 
to give the full measure of 
devotion.

And these six are warm, 
safe, and fed.the things that are 
fed to the American lend-lease and 
British forces. 

Beyond the barricades there is 
another kind of child playing a 
different kind of game.

A. 8S. republicans have drafted 
boys and girls as young as 7 years 
of age to carry munitions. A chil- 
dren's committee has been formed, 
each member being given a sack 
in order to visit houses and ask 
everyone to contribute a few beans 
or a fistful of flour for the army’s 
needs. 

A few “eagilets” are used to slip 
along terraces and through tran- 
soms whence they can see the 
movements of British snipers. In 
any “people’s army” the children 
have a part just like the women.

Children Used as Targets. 

The commission reported that 
“children were selected and given 
to detachments of the Hitler 
youth as targets for shooting 
practice.” 
One French witness was quoted:

Sept. 3, 1942, Englishmen. were 
killed by slow degrees, There was 
only one water tap in this camp 
for 12,000 peonle. Prisoners were 
only allowed to use it for four or 
five hours a day.

Ashes Sifted to Recover Gold.

U. S. CRACKS DOWN 
TO EASE SHORTAGE 
IN MAN POWER

which disregard tnan-power regu- 
lations was taken in two steps. 
First, Byrnes asked the War 
Manpower Commission to intensify 
its drive to establish employment 
cellings in areas of labor short- 
ages. Under such cellings, the 
WMC tells a business—manufac- 
turing plant, laundry or tavern, 
for instance—the total number of 
workers it may employ. 

Then, Byrnes asked the War 
Production Board to put “teeth” 
into the manpower regulations 
since the Manpower Commission 
has no authority itself to enforce 
its ceilings. The WPB did this by 
invoking for the first time in the 
war its broad priority powers. 
These permit it to withhold from 
a business materials, transporta- 
tion and any other product subject 
to priority control. 


As invoked, the WPB can use 
the power whenever it “makes a 
finding that materials or facilities 
are not being used most effec- 
tively for the prosecution of the 
war as a result of failure to com- 
ply with an employment ceiling or 
hiring regulation of the War Man- 
power Commission.” 

The WPB announced these con- 
trolling policies: - 

Before action against an em- 
ployer, the Manpower Commission 
must certify that he has refused 
to comply with a ceiling or hiring 


after he has been notified of his 
failure to do so," 

After such certification, hearings 
will be ordered before a com- 
pliance commissioner to determine 
whether there is proof of failure 
to comply. 

Only in event the commissioner 
found such proof would the 
WPB’s priority sanctions be ap- 
plied, 

In creating this machinery, 
Byrnes noted in a statement that 
the purpose of the ceilings is to as- 
sure that war plants get asuf- 
ficient man power. 

“The vast majority of establish- 
ments and employes throughecut 
the nation are co-operating whole- 
heartedly with the War Manpower 
Commission in accepting employ- 
ment ceilings as essential to war 
production,” he said, 

“I am sure that we can continue 
to establish these ceilings in most 
instances through negotiations 
with the establishments and sgserv- 
ices concerned and with their em- 
ployes on a voluntary basis. 

“However, I am unwilling to ask 
for the voluntary acceptance of 
ceilings by the many without be- 
ing prepared to take positive 
measures to enforce ceilings on the 
very few who are unwilling to thus 
contribute to our war effort. I 
am sure that our people want and 
expect our war plants to be fully 


61,638 CHRISTMAS PACKAGES 
SENT BY RED CROSS HERE 


A total of 61,638 Christmas gift 
packages for shipment to all parts 
of the world have been prepared 
this year by volunteer workers of 
the St. Louis Chapter of the 
American Red Cross, it was an- 
nounced yesterday. Most of the 
gifts were sent to service men and 
women, while some went to chil- 
dren of Allied countries.

Once again the paradoxical situation is 
that a people reputed to worship regimenta- 
tion becomes aggressively individualistic the 
moment free expression of political opinion 
is permitted. 

Consider, for #mstance, the story in the 
United States, of the effort to form a council 
for a democratic Germany. Headed by Dr. 
Paul Tillich, formerly professor of philosoph- 
ical theology at Frankfurt University and 
now at Union Theological Seminary, New 
York, this group of exiled Germans was or- 
ganized to speak for all groups and in- 
dividuals opposed to Nazism. Its platform 
was to be as broad as possible. 


Would Eliminate Nazis 
From New Government. 


Briefly, the council and its platform stood 
for: 

1. All who shared responsibility for the 
rise of Nazism must be excluded from the 
work of creating a new democracy in Ger- 
many; 

2. German educational institutions, li- 
braries, theaters and movies must be purged 
of racist teachers and teachings, and future 
German education guided within democratic 
channels; 


3. All possible assistance should be given, 
as occasion arises, to the United Nations in 
their political warfare against Nazi Germany. 


The reactions revealed the cleavage among 
exiled Germans. 


Thomas Mann, who had helped to draft 
the original declaration of the committee, 
declined to become chairman and withdrew 
altogether. The committee said in rebuttal 
that Mann was a poet and a dreamer, con- 
stitutionally unsuited for political leader- 
ship. 

The social democrats objected that two 
Communists were on the council. Tillich’s 
answer was that it is unrealistic in these 
days to exclude disciples of Lenin from any 
group concerned with plans for a postwar 
world and a defeated Germany. 

Trotzkyites, following the leadership of 
dynamic Ruth Fischer, former Communist 
Reichstag deputy, said they saw in the com- 
mittee a mere tool of Stalin. Tillich and his 
associates insist there is no connection be- 
tween them and the various Communist- 
dominated free Germany committees of Mos- 
cow, London, Mexico City and elsewhere. 

The Communists apparently had no objec- 
tion to two of their number joining the coun- 
cil for a democrati¢ Germany. They con- | 
tinued, however, to maintain their own 
Communist line in their organ, “‘the Ger- 
man American.”’ 


Jews Lukewarm to 
Plans for the Future. 


German refugee Jews publish a weekly 
organ called “Aufbau’”’ (“‘Reconstruction’’). 
Its attitude toward the committee for a dem- 
ocratic Germany was lukewarm, and took 
the position that refugees should become 
United States citizens and not bother about 
the future of Germany. : 

Bitter enders like Emil Ludwig, Leopold 
Schwarzschild, and Wilhelm Foerster who 
deny the existence of substantial democratic 
trends in Germany, now or during the years 
since World War I, saw in the council a 
veiled support of Nazism and Imperialism 

Lone figures like former German Chan 
cellor Heinrich Bruening, former Minister 
of Transportation Gottfried Treviranus, or 
former Danzig President Hermann Rausch: 
ning apparently doubt the advisability of 
any organized emigrant effort, of any joint 
expression of opinion. Broadly speaking, 
they think exiles should be articulate only 
if specific information or opinion is sought 
of them by those in authority. 

Meanwhile, the other ideologies continue 
to plead their cause. 

The exiled German social democrats un-

proached the problem with scientific thor- 
oughness; never before have they substitut- 
ed hard-headedness for hard-heartedness. 
Now, in an epochal experiment, they are re- 
solved to impose economic, political and ed- 
ucational controls to settle once and for all 
that chronically recurring question: What 
Should Be Done About Germany? 


The scope of the problem goes far beyond

Proposals Already Made 
To the Advisory Council 


It has been disclosed further that the 
European Advisory Council already has re- 
ceived proposals on this subject from the 
United States and Great Britain, with Rus- 
sia and France expected to follow suit very 
soon, Presumably the new conference will 
be devoted largely to a sifting of these view- 
points in an endeavor to arrive at a satis- 
factory plan. An inter-Allied committee, 
composed of all the smaller United Nations, 
submitted proposals earlier. 

The Allied leaders evidently are convinced 
that the German question must be resolved 
before any international organization can be 
enduringly successful, even with policing 
forces at its command, Such an organiza- 
tion could scarcely be called successful if it 
were called upon every decade or so to sub- 
due bloodily, recurrent assaults by the Teu- 
tonic peoples, The far-reaching objective is 
not the disarmament and forceful caging of 


the Reich, but withdrawal of its industrial 
braces also a proposal for the control of, 


fangs, removal of its capacity to rearm and, 
its will to aggression. 
When this goal has been achieved, in an in- 
determinate transition period, Germany may 
take its rightful place in an international 
organization of peace-loving nations.

in motion machinery for the postwar con- 
trol of Germany that is sane and practical, 
rather than any hot-blooded scheme of 
vengeance. There is a strong sense of real- 
ism in this approach, for they are convinced 
that very extreme measures would be self- 
defeating, giving the Germans anew the 
martyr psychology of persecution that might 
serve as another springboard to Pan-Ger- 
manism. No responsible government has 
advocated the destruction of Germany as a 
state. At the same time the Allies have 
discarded thoughts of a soft peace. Their 
transcending concern is not with a hard or 
soft peace, but one that is reasoned and 
workable, 


“The spirit of the surgeon and not that 
of the sentimentalist or that of the avenger 
must be shown toward Germany when her 
impending collapse becomes a reality,’ said 
the Richmond (Va.) News-Leader recently. 
“If we display weakness in the belief that 
it is forgiveness, we shall not be vindicating 
Christianity; we simply shall be defying 
reality. We have no right to forgive until 
the soul of Germany is purged so that gen- 
erosity wiil not be a means of preparing for 


future wars.” 


Cooling-Off Period 
Would Produce Apathy. 


Criticism may be made that any plan de- 
signed now by the victorious countries nec- 
essarily will be conceived in heat and dedi- 
cated to drastic retribution. Aside from the 
fallacy inherent in the dogmatic assumption 
of ill-will in this thesis, the alternative of 
waiting for a cooling-off period after the 
war is inescapably bad, For the temper of 
the people at present is at least active, | 
aroused, with some program of action 
deemed essential. With the end of hostili- 
ties and the healing of wounds, there would 
be paramount danger of forgetfulness, soft- 
ness and apathy—until war exploded anew. 

What has brought our responsible leaders 


steps must be taken to control Germany in 
the generations to come? The casualty 
lists are one answer, and the incredible 
brutality of the Nazis in conquered 
countries another. There is also the 
realization that if Germany again is allowed 
a chance to burst forth, civilization may in- 
deed be doomed, Moreover, we are awaken- 
ing with renewed shock to the history of 
Germanic aggression.

Believed Unchanged. 


Former Under Secretary of State Sumner 
Welles, in this connection, tells in his pro- 
vocative, fucid book, ‘“‘The Time For De- 
cision,’’ of his memorable talk with Winston 
Churchill at the Admiralty in London in 
March, 1940. ‘“‘He said to me,’’ Welles re- 
counted, “‘that he was now sitting in the 
same office in which he had sat 25 years 
before, confronted by exactly the same sit- 
uation.

HE American automobile industry 
T stands as living proof and example of 

the vitality of free capitalism. It is 
undoubtedly Big Business. It has added its 
quota of multimillionaires to our democracy 
of wealth. Yet it has been almost immune 
to charges of “predatory monopoly.” 


It has operated on a simple principle; to 
produce as many cars as possible, of as good 
quality as possible, as cheaply as possible, 
That happens to be the cornerstone principle 
in the house of free capitalism. The result 
has been that immense low-income classes 
of our population became car buyers; what 
might have remained (as in other countries)! 
a class product mushroomed into a mass 
product; instead of high profits on a small 
turnover, the industry garnered low profits | 
on a huge turnover. Notwithstanding the 
high cost of labor, American cars have had 
no trouble competing in the world market, 
even in countries where labor is the cheap- 
est of all commodities. 


Automobile Industry 
Pattern of Competition. 


The automobile industry has demonstrated 
the values of competitive capitalism at its 
best, which is to say its freest—capitalism 
unfettered by greed and unimpeded by spe- 
cial privilege, It has provided a pattern of 
healthy economy which other industries, new 
and old, must follow in the era of expansion 
that awaits us when the world is at peace 
again. 


Not the least of the automotive industry's 
sources of strength is the fact that it rests 
on a multitude of small businesses. At one 
extreme it is the paramount example of mass 
production, requiring gigantic aggregates of 
machines and capital that add up to big 
business. At the other, it feeds into a great 
variety of distributive, service and sub-con- 
tracting enterprises, tens of thousands of 
them, that have provided outlets for the en 


Big business is not a primary cause but a 
result. It is not something tacked on to our 
way of life by a set of moneyed villains, It 
is bone of the bone and flesh of the flesh of 
our modern society. 

In the last analysis an attack on big busi- 
ness as distinct from justified criticism of 
specific practices or policies—ig an attack 
on the American type of civilization.

Imagine, in addition, that 
this monopoly possesses police, secret serv- 
ices, armies and law courts to enforce its 
every whim. Then ask yourself: isn’t that a 
strange cure for the evils of monopoly and 
Big Business under capitalism? It is, in- 
deed, the kind of cure which can succeed 
only by killing the patient.

Address to the People 


What is this “Address to the People” that 
has become, for the present at least, the main 
target at which opponents of the new Missouri 
Constitution are directing their fire? 

In the injunction suit filed the other day in 
an effort to stop its circulation, the Address to 
the People is described as “a prejudicial, one- 
sided document of propaganda designed to give 
the people a false impression.” Furthermore, 
the opponents’ petition says, its publication is 
“unlawful and a waste of the taxpayers’ money.” 
Frank B. Williams, a convention ‘delegate who is 
now an attorney in the suit to suppress the ad- 
dress, calls it “a masterpiece of special plead- 
ing, subterfuge and covering up of vital facts.” 

All that sounds pretty dangerous, but the best 
way to decide on its degree of prejudice, subter- 
fuge and general wickedness is to take a look at 
the document itself. 

It appears in the pamphlet containing the 
draft of the new Constitution, now being cir- 
culated over the State for the information of 
the voters, who will decide on its adoption or 
rejection at a special election next Feb. 27. 

The Address to the People is a moderate and 
factual statement, by the standards of anybody 
except a chronic opponent of progress in State 
Government. It begins with a brief resume of 
the convention’s work: its authorization by vote 
of the people in 1942, the selection of 83 dele- 
gates, the considering of 377 proposals, the pub- 
lic hearings, the debates, the decisions by dem- 
ocratic procedure, the conclusion that a whole 
new draft should be submitted rather than a 
section-by-section attempt to patch up the 1875 
Constitution, already amended 60 times. 

Then, “to enable the citizens of the State to 
make a ready comparison between the new Con- 
stitution and the old,” the Address to the Peo- 
ple goes down a list of 11 general subjects and 
tells briefly what changes are proposed in their 
treatment, and usually why. 

As one example of these explanations, we 
quote the section on public officers: 


We have included in this article a number 
of sections affecting public officers. The trial 
of impeachments is transferred from the 
State Senate to the Supreme Court, except 
in the cases of the Governor and the Su- 
preme Court, who must be tried before a 
commission of seven eminent jurists elected 
by the Senate. The change affords a mod- 
ern procedure, which is less expensive and 
less cumbersome than trial by the Senate 
under the old Constitution. * 

Election contests for State offices have 
been transferred from the General Assem- 
bly to the Supreme Court. 


It is impossible to detect any prejudice, spe- 
cial pleading or subterfuge in this, or any other 
part of the address. It is merely a listing of the 
changes, without any real arguments for them. 

Surely the people are entitled to such a re- 
view as this from the convention itself, which 
voted to issue the statement and approved. its 
text and its publication. Only four of the 83 
delegates refused to sign the completed draft. 
If they want to join Williams (who was not one 
of those who refused to sign) in openly oppos- 
ing the Constitution, they are free to get out 
their own Address to the People, take the stump 
or write letters to the voters. 

The convention's statement is a long way from 
being a campaign speech urging adoption of 
the Constitution. After reading ‘it, every in- 
terested citizen will want to study the document 
for himself, and to hear the arguments pro and 
con, in keeping with democratic methods. 

Where can copies of the new Constitution be 
obtained? The pamphlet announces that they 
can be had from Chambers of Commerce, County 
Clerks, City Clerks, public libraries, newspa- 
pers or by writing the Executive Committee of 
the Constitutional Convention, at Jefferson City. 

Attempting to suppress the Address to the 
People is a confession of weakness by opponents 
of the Constitution. It will be resented by Mis- 
sourians who realize how important to them- 
selves and the State’s future welfare is adoption 
of this modernized document in place of the 
present outmoded Constitution. 
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One Columnist 

Mr. Roosevelt says columnists are an unnec- 
essary excrescence on our civilization, but he ex- 
empts Mrs. Roosevelt from his blanket disap- 
proval.

Frankly speaking, we should like to see things 
stay as they are. Perhaps they are not as good 
as they could be, but the idea has just occurred 
to us that-.they could be a lot worse. We 
like several of the columns; and if Mr. Roose- 
velt wants to know why, it’s because they’re not 
different. Not mostly a diary. 
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Smokers will be glad to know that Gen. Mac- 
Arthur made his second landing in the Philip- 
pines without laying down a barrage of paper 
match folders. 
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Why the Postal Bill Failed 


This won't be as merry a Christmas for postal 
workers as they had hoped, for the Senate just 
before adjournment failed to act on the bill for 
long-overdue pay increases, passed in the House 
with only one dissenting vote. There were varied 
reasons, and one of them was a speech by Sena- 
tor Bailey of North Carolina in which he pre- 
dicted inflation and loss of the war if the bill 


‘passed, discussed the Seven Years’ War at some 


length, denounced Hitler, deplored criticism of 
Churchill, urged Allied unity and took a firm 
stand against a negotiated peace. Then came a 
parliamentary wrangle, the discovery that a 
quorum was lacking and adjournment sine die. 
The point was made in the debate that the 
Postoffice Department was working out a sched- 
ule for reclassification and salary adjustments 
on a basis of merit and length of employment, 
rather than a blanket increase of $400 as the 
bill proposed. Because the department had de- 
layed for a year or more in submitting its plan, 
Senators had lost patience and were ready to 
vote the blanket increase. Now the department 
has ample time to prepare its schedule, and 
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should be ready with it when the new Congress 
meets, The postal workers, whose base pay is 
still at the 1925 level, are entitled to more con- 
sideration than they have received. 
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In Hohenzollern’s Footsteps 

History does not ever actually repeat itself, 
but many are the occasions in which it seems 
suspiciously close to doing so. What we have 
particularly in mind is the announcement on 
Dec. 19 over the German radio, in a message 
to the soldiers in Von Rundstedt’s advancing 
armies, that Adolf Hitler, the Fuehrer and 
Chancellor, had himself planned the massive 
counter-stroke, and almost echoed the Kaiser’s 
words of March 21, 1918, claiming personal 
command for Ludendorff’s victory campaign. 

“The Fuehrer is excellent,” the announcer 
said. “In all tranquillity we let the enemy 
guess, lie and provoke—because we didn’t want 
to tell the world the reason the Fuehrer sur- 
rounded himself with a veil of silence—because 
he planned and prepared the German offensive 
during these last few days and weeks to the 
last detail.” — 

Whatever may be the success of the Hitler- 
Rundstedt drive, it was not set up on nearly so 
ambitious a scale as that which Ludendorff's 
great strategic brain envisaged and set in mo- 
tion in March, 1918, 

He trained some 70 divisions in a new method 
of attack, involving surprises and break-through 
at the uneasy junction at Barisis of the British 
and the French. John Buchan, in his “History 
of the Great War,” properly terms this concep- 
tion “bold and spacious,” particularly in the way 
it planned to roll up the British with their backs 
to the Channel, then defeat the French and end 


* the war before America got there. 


“The great stroke,” commented Buchan, “was 
designed not only to give Germany victory, but 
to revive the waning prestige of the royal house. 
So as soon as the battle began, it was an- 
nounced that: the Emperor himself was in direct 
command.” 

Ludendorff achieved a salient, but not a 
break-through. The new German line called 
for more troops, more artillery, an extension of 
supplies and reserves of every kind, and they 
were not to be had. The great Victory Drive 
had failed. 

When this became apparent, the Kaiser ceased 
to refer to himself. as the personal commander 
of the offensive. Kaisers and Fuehrers take 
command only when it adds to their personal 
prestige and rehabilitates waning reputations 
with their people. 
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Made in U.S. A. 


Sherman tanks, the United States’ own, spit 
death at Greeks in the streets of Athens. Planes 
made in the United States strafe patriots at- 
tempting to restore popular government to El 
Salvador. Arms from our country help to main- 
tain in power dictators in Brazil, Guatemala, 
Nicaragua and Honduras. 

These are offenses against freedom, in Cen- 
tral America, in South America, in Europe. To 
be sure, the weapons are in other hands than 
ours. But the responsibility for putting them 
there is on our heads, and we cannot escape it. 

Lend-lease, much as it has accomplished, still 
has a grievous defect when arms from our war 
plants can be turnéd against our friends and to 
our shame. These weapons are’ our acts; is 
there any reason why we should not limit them 
to good use and prevent their abuse by recalling 
them if it is attempted?

Whenj Gen. Sir Henry Maitland - Wilson, 
G.C.B., 'C.B.E., D.S.0, and A.D.C., reaches 
Washington, I shall be very much surprised 
if my ld colleagues in the National Press 
Club @o not take him apart and throw up 
the pleces for grabs. 

Gen. Wilson, big enough to make two 
Colohel Blimps, and nicknamed “Jumbo,” 
has Athe longest record of continuous serv- 
ice in the British Army, and he is climax- 
ing} his career by going to Washington as 
Chief of the British Joint Staff Mission and 
pegsonal representative of Prime Minister 
Clfurchill to President Roosevelt on mili- 
tary matters, 

‘When he reachés Washington, I feel he 

ll have to answer some questions that 
@re a bit more political than military, be- 
cause it was Gen. Wilson who, as Com- 
‘mander in Chief, Mediterranean, planned 
the present “liberation” of Greece, Of 
course, things didn't go exactly according 
to plan, which is not unusual in such mat- 
ters. 


What He Said About Greeks 


Also it is doubtful if “Jumbo” ever con- 
templated that British reinforcements 
would be rushing to Greece to fight Greeks, 
and the British Navy would be fighting 
Greeks, and the R, A. F. would be bomb- 
ing Greeks. “Jumbo” has an elephantine 
memory, which is one of the reasons (al- 
though not the principal one) that he is 
called “Jumbo,” and he must remember 
that the original idea of the war was to 
fight Germans. 

Before he left these parts, “Jumbo” held 
a little cocktail party for the press, and 
the war correspondents, who have become 
more accustomed to a vile Italian cognac 
than smooth Scotch, became nice and warm 
and mellow, and had a Christmassy or good- 
will-towards-all-men feeling when “Jumbo” 
got up and made a little speech, 

He talked about the Greeks, and he 
should know them, because it was he who 
led the very gallant, although hopeless, 
British expedition that attempted to save 
Greece from the Hun in 1941, and he wears 
the Greek Military Cross, first class. 


Wilson said the ELAS were little, if any, 
better than the Gestapo, and that the blast- 
ed rebels would have to be cleared up. 
These were pretty harsh words to use about 
a much-harassed people who had fought 
long and well against the Hun. But no- 
body shot any embarrassing questions at 
Gen. Wilson, because it was his party and 
his Scotch, 


Shades of Lord Cornwallis 


IT have a hunch that it won't be his party, 
and his Scotch, if and when he holds a 
press conference in Washington, If the 
fellows covering the White House and the 
State Department and the War Department 
are smart, they will get “Jumbo” up in the 
National Press Club and ask their ques- 
tions there. 


There is no doubt that Gen. Wilson is 
a great soldier, and a most imposing figure 
of a man—but then so was Lord Cornwallis. 
It is the way the British communiques 
throw around the word “rebels,” when re- 
ferring to the leftist Greeks, that makes me 
think of Cornwallis, 


You will remember that we once had 
a good General, name of George Washing- 


ton, who was a “great patriot” when he 
fought the French and Indians, and “that 
damned rebel” when he fought the British. 

Neither is it fashionable to refer to Gen. 
Wilson's political and social background. 
But war is inextricably mixed with poll- 
tics and ideologies these days, and poli- 
tics can have a most profound effect 
upon the conduct of a war—as you will see 
today in Greece. Who can say how many 
days the war would be shortened if all the 
British fighting the Greeks, plus al) the 
Greeks fighting the British, were today 
fighting the Germans? 


Gen, Wilson was Eton and Sandhurst, 
which back in those days (he was commis- 
sioned in 1899) was scarcely an education 
to fit a man to comprehend today’s leftist 
point of view. 


A Very Fine Soldier 


He fought the Boers, and they were 
rebels. He fought the Fuzzy-wuzzies in the 
Sudan, and they were rebels. He served 
in Egypt, and sometimes there were rebels 
even in Egypt. He served in India at a 
time when Mahatma Gandhi was snooted 
as “one of those damned natives.” And he 
served in Ireland, and everyone knows that 
there are few except rebels in Ireland. 


He had a brilliant record in the World 
War, in which he won the D.S.O. In 1939 
he was sent to Egypt to organize the de- 
fense of Cairo and the Suez Canal, and the 
lifeline of Empire, and for the first two 
years of the war he did more fighting than 
any other British commanding General. 
His campaigns in the desert, always with 
insufficient equipment and numbers, were 
called masterpieces of strategy. He did a 
lot of retreating, but he advanced when- 
ever he could. There ig no doubt that he 
is a very fine soldier, 


But in Wrong Century 


He is also a very interesting and color- 
ful character, There was never a more apt 
nickname than “Jumbo.” Hig children say 
that when he goes to the Zoo, he spends 
al) his time in the elephant house. He col- 
lects little ivory elephants. He admires 
elephant foot carpets. . 


He has very few indoor amusements. He 
reads the Times of London page by page 
in scrupulous chronological order, in what- 
ever part of the world he may find him- 
self. The date of issue doesn’t seem to 
matter, so long as he doesn't miss a day. 

He is an amazingly good shot, and once 
on Lake Hule brought down five ducks 
with four cartridges. He rides to hounds 
with tremendous enthusiasm and success, 
and his friends say he looks for all the 
world like a seventeenth century squire. 

He seems, all in all, a benevolent, per- 
sonable character, I think there’s only one 
thing really the matter with him. He’s liv- 
ing in the wrong century.

For al- 
most a dozen years now, the Nazi rulers 
have been hammering their country’s pro- 
ductive potential into a _ triple-sheathed 
military supply system. 

To accomplish this, the Fascists took the 
Germany of 1933 and imposed “a co-ordi- 
nated system of economic planning upon 
a capitalistic economy in which the insti- 
tutions of private property and private 
profit were modified, but not abandoned.” 
This was an innovation in economic his- 
tory, but the purpose for which it was 
made was old—imperialism and conquest, 


Nazi economic planning was a throwback 
to the feudal era, when the King and his 
knights told the bankers how much to shell 
out for each war. This was clearest in the 
brutal destruction of organized labor and 
farm groups which had been the motive 
power in the drive toward industrial 
democracy. 

Nathan and Fried rely almost exclusive- 
ly on original sources—Government docu- 
ments and articles by influential Nazig in 
the German jqurnals. Their study is ac- 
tually one in public administration, with 
the emphasis on the organizational tech- 
miques which the Nazis used to achieve 
their war economy. 

When Hitler turned his party and bu- 
reaucracy economists loose with their war 
blueprints, they simply took over the car- 
tels, trade associations and other employer 
groups which had been making policy. 
Business men were permitted to continue 
operating their plants, and profits some- 
times were still made. But the industrial 
captains and financial kings were taking 
orders, not giving them. They were ham- 
strung as to policies because the objective 
was war and no profits.

Labor and the farmers suffered most. 
Although the standard of living was boost- 
ed by the loot of conquest, and unemploy- 
ment was “abolished” by conscription for 
military or labor service, their bargaining 
power was destroyed. The workers’ share 
of the national income fell, even at the 
time of German military success. 

The writers describe the elaboration of 
German economic policy as exhaustively as 
is now possible. They recognize the lIim- 
ited value of their work in answering 
the even more important questions about 
power and decision-making.

IKE the poker player who came home with empty pockets and 
the feeble but to him plausible alibi that he had been sitting up 
with a sick friend, the people of captured German cities and 
towns are accepting defeat with the whimpering excuse that they 


were helpless to oppose the Nazi 

The Germans have played for 
high stakes. But like the poker 
player who grasped the ssick- 
friend straw to appease his wife, 
the crushed inhabitants of Ger- 
man cities which have fallen be- 
fore Allied might are trying to 
salvage something from the peace 
by the sniveling explanation that 
they were just so much flotsam 
carried along on the flood tide of 
Nazi brutality and terror. 


During the past six months I 
have talked with scores of Ger- 
man prisoners; in the last few 
weeks I have talked with Many 
German civilians, 


The theme of being an unwill- 
ing and expendable pawn in the 
great game played by the German 
war gods has appeared with a sus- 
picious recurrence in the early 
months of the war. This reporter 
set this willingness on the part of 
captured German soldiers to deny 
their mustached god down to a 
natural instinct for self-preserva- 
tion. These prisoners, fed on the 
poisonous pap of German propa- 
ganda, could not know in the 
months immediately following the 
invasion that their treatment at 
the hands of the Allies would be 
just, humane and almost in com- 
parison coddling care. It seemed 
natural that if captured they 
should attempt to lick the boots 
of their captor by disclaiming loy- 
alty to. Hitler and the Nazi party. 
But then as the months rolled on 
this mealy-mouthed denial of alle- 
giance began to take on the color 
of a doubtful refrain. Now this 
refrain is being echoed by the 
German civilians in the captured 
towns and cities. Their obedience 
to Der Fuehrer was but lip service, 
their children were Hitler Youth, 
but how could that be helped’ 
They and their families were just 
#0 many little people forged by 
fear into the perfect working cogs 
of the Nazi machine. They had 
no choice. Was there not always 
some pistol held to their heads by 
the Wehrmacht, the SS men, the 
Gestapo? 


Mass Bid for Sympathy. 


Whether this pean of perfidy is 
part of a pre-arranged Nazi 
scheme to scrape together a few 
feathers to soften the bed of their 
peace is something that cannot be 
proved, but this correspondent is 
convinced that pre-arranged or 
not, it is the great and growing 
bid of the German people for sym- 
pathy at the hands of the world. 

Even now among members of 
our armed forces in the Service of 
Supply—those men not in the front 
lines—there is a certain sentiment 
built upon the idea the Germans 
are selling that the people them- 
selves are not responsible for the 
brutality, the terror, the atrocities 
that have been perpetrated in this 
war. But to the men in the lines, 
the “men who have had it” as the 
saying goes over here, there is a 
different attitude. 

“If these Germans are ahti-Nazi 
now,” these soldiers have said to 
me, “it is only because Hitler has 
lost the war for them. If the tide 
were to turn tomorrow they would 
hei] Hitler all over the place and 
laugh at us for being so lenient 
when we captured a town.” 

The chorus of German Civil- 
fans and prisoners of war that 
they are not responsible for the 
war and its attendant horrors, 
that they were only little ple 
acting under orders, falls on 
deaf ears when those earg be- 
long to the men of a Yank com- 
bat unit. For unwilling people 
doing a job only because it was 
orders, our fighting men say 
sneeringly, the Jerries certainly 
did a good job of it; lucky for 
us they didn’t really have their 
heart it. 


Not Anti-Naz; When 
Winning. 


Perhaps there are many of the 
prisoners and German civilians to 
whom I have talked who now are 
actually anti-Hitler and anti-Nazi; 
perhaps there a few who always 
were, but there were not many of 
them who were anti-Hitler and 
anti-Nazi when victory rode in the 
chariot of German war. And they 
are anti-Hitler and anti-Nazi now 
only because Hitler has sacrificed 
the youth of the nation to hig ap- 
petite for power, because he no 
@nger has the man power to keep 
American boots from ultimately 
walking over his armies or the air 
power to keep us from reducing 
German cities and war plants to 
bombed heaps of smoking rubble. 
Now they know that to keep their 
bread butterside up it is policy to 
play the part of the poor pawn in 
the Nazi party’s bid for world rule. 

Always when I have talked 
with prisoners of war and ref- 
ugee civilians I have had the 
feeling that what they accord us 
as conquerors is only a surface 
respect. Underneath it all there

In this case the Allied 
assaults were slowly but very 
definitely increasing their mo- 
mentum, That fact may eventually 
turn out to have been of decisive 
significance.” 

And, he might have added, the 
Allied supply situation was taking 
a turn for the better with the 
opening of Antwerp and the im- 
provement of the French and Bel- 
gium railways. 

Von Rundstedt counterattacked 
in the face of an improving rather 
than a deteriorating Allied offen- 
sive, Obviously—he had to, lest a 
worse thing befall. 

Russian military comment takes 
a similar view. One Moscow broad- 
cast says: “The Germans are 
usually prepared to sacrifice stra- 
tegic considerations for short-lived 
tactical successes which in the

An Allied report says the Ger- 
mans appear to be slowing down, 
“with the momentum of the first 
rush at last fading out.” 

It now remains to be seen 
whether a fresh impulse can get 
them going again; such impulses 
must be provided for a slowing 
advance by fresh troops coming 
up from the rear. It should be 
added that such a loss of momen- 
tum is the most appropriate of all 
times for a violent counter-blow. 

There is apparent a definite 
tone of increased confidence and 
steadiness in almost all reports 
from London and Paris, and from 
front correspondents as well. This 
is probably, as one British com- 
ment observes, due to knowledge 
of counter-measures in prepara- 
tion rather than to anything 
which has actually happened so 
far. With the slowing down of 
the offensive the moment for an 
Allied counterattack seems now 
to have been reached. 

There should, therefore, be in- 
creasing signs of Allied counter- 
action. The success which that 
counter-action may achieve will be 
largely predicated on two points: 

1. The weather, which  deter- 
mines whether tactical air power 
can be used. 


2. The degree to which the Allied 
commanders have been able quick- 
ly to regroup their forces and 
move them, by long and in some 
cases circuitous routes, to the 
areas where they can strike the 
most effective countreblows against 
the German flanks,

Japs Seemingly 
Expect Allies 
To Land in China 


They Let Kweichow 
Drive Lag, and Build 
Up a Defense in

APANESE withdrawal without 
J: major engagement on the 

Kweichow-Kwangali front indl- 
cates the enemy is preoccupied 
with preparations for resisting 
possible Allied landings on the 
China coast. 

Instead of risking a drive deep- 
er into the Chinese interior and 
a chance of knocking out Ameri- 
can support to China which is 
destined to hit its stride with the 
opening of the Ledo-Burma road, 
the enemy seems concerned with 
consolidating a defense in depth 
between the East and South China 
coastlines and a line of land com- 
munications from Hankow to Ha- 
noi which would extend roughly 
through Changsha, Hengyang, 
Kweilin, Liuchow and Nanking. 

The enemy threat to Kweiyang 
now appears to have been over- 
assessed, The Japanese could at 
one time have driven to the Kwei- 
chow capital, but their more im- 
mediate practical objective was at- 
tained by taking temporary pos- 
session of the Tuhshan branch of 
the Kwangsi railway system. 
Using Captured Rails. 

With fairly new rails taken from 
that branch line northwest of Liu- 
chow, they are now believed to 
have enough to close the gap at 
the southern end of the main line 
between the Yungning-Ningming 
railhead and across the border 
from French Indo-China. 

It was somewhat surprising that 
the Japanese did not shove farther 
toward Kweiyang than they did. 
Even tentative possession of Kwei- 
yang, which lies on one of the 
two most important highway junc- 
tions in free China and near the 
other, would have paid off for 
them, 

The causes for the Japanese 
withdrawal are understood fully, 
according to American observers 
I saw during recent trips to the 
China front. The least of these, it 
was unanimously held, was Chi- 
nese resistance, 

Didn’t Plan Deep Drive. 

In the first place, the Japanese 
never contemplated such a deep 
penetration of China when they 
started their thrust northwest- 
ward from Liuchow. The enemy 
troops were not equipped for a 
conquest of Kweichow’s cold and 
forbidding mountains, even if a 
normal supply line could have 
been maintained. 

The collapse of Chinese resist- 
ance in Kwangsi, however, was an 
inviting factor and the Japanese 
pwent somewhat beyond the ad- 
vance called for under their rail- 
gathering plan. However, Chinese 
reserves who were better-armed 
and better-clothed than their 
Kwangsi comrades, were in the 
Kweiyang region, 

The effect these reserves had on 
the situation was more in the na- 
ture of a potential threat than 
anything else. The Japanese never 
closed with them. 

Other Thrusts Likely. 

Observers expect the Japanese 
to halt at some prepared defense 
line far enough from Liuchow and 
their main line of communica- 
tions to cushion any actual Chi- 
nese counteroffensive. Meanwhile, 
the Japanese high command is ex- 
pected to find other useg for its 
vast pool of troops in Southeast 
China. 

There are many places yet to be 
occupied if the enemy is to con- 
solidate in the southeast against 
possible American landings. 

This apparent strategy of the 
Japanese does not necessarily 
mean they will not try to crack 
American supply and air force 
establishments in Southwestern 
China, but it does seem to limit 
any attempt along that line to of- 
fensive operations from French

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Welles Says U.S.Can Help Repair - 
Hemisphere Unity by Taking Part 
In Meeting Urged by Argentina 


Supports Chilean Lawyer’s Assertion That 
Every American State Has Right to Ask 
for Consultative Session of Foreign Minis- 
ters—Criticises State Department Attitude

The Argentine request for a 
consultative meeting of American 
foreign ministers has not yet been 
acted on, By the terms of inter- 
American agreements the govern- 
ing board of the Pan-American 
Union is designated as the clear- 
ing house for such requests. Two 
regular meetings of the board have 
now taken place since the request 
of the Argentine government was 
received. Action on the request 
has been deferred on the ground 
that a sufficient number of the 
American republics have not yet 
made their views known concern- 
ing the course which should be 
taken, 

It is generally understood that 
the Department of State has urged 
other American governments to 
postpone sending in favorable re- 
plies, Press reports state that it 
is the intention of the State De- 
partment, after blocking every ef- 
fort on the part of other Amerl- 
can governments in the last year 
to arrange for the holding of a 
consultative meeting, now to agree 
that such a meeting should be 
held to consider international or- 
ganization and economic co-oper- 
ation, provided all consideration 
of the Argentine situation is omit- 
ted at the meeting. 

Obviously, the propitious and 
logical moment for the American 
republics to consult together as to 
the part which the American com- 
munity of nations should play in 
a world organization was a year 
ago. That was also the proper 
time for them to plan for postwar 
economic co-operation. A consul- 
tative meeting of the American 
nations to consider these two vast 
problems, if held now, can, how- 
ever, be placed in the “better late 
than never” category. 


Sees Impasse Continuing. 


But if Argentina is excluded 

from such a meetng, and if no 
steps are taken to deal with the 
Argentine request, the existing in- 
tolerable impasse will continue. 
Argentine will continue to have of- 
ficial relations with some other 
republics. She will continue to be 
ostracized by the United States. 
Her present regime will continue 
to gather support at home and 
abroad. 
' There is growing throughout the 
America’s and especially in South 
America, a vigorous and ever more 
vocal demand that the present 
break in inter-American unity be 
promptly terminated. 

It is important that public opin- 
ion in.the United States should be 
familiar with the views expressed 
so generally in other parts of the 
Western Hemisphere. Here are 
two typical examples. 

“La Razon,” a leading newspa- 
per in the great democratic cap- 
ital of Uruguay, has this to say in 
a series of editorials which urge 
acceptance of the Argentine re- 
quest for consultation: 

“Senator Miguel Cruchaga, emi- 
nent international lawyer, former 
Foreign Minister of Chile, has just 
declared that ‘Pan-Americanism 
must logically be consistent in the 
application of its own principles; 
it cannot reconcile the ostracism 
or exclusion of any member of the 
great inter-American family with 
those principles.’ And his voice is 
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that the Department of State in- 


tends to reverse the inter-American policy which it has pursued 
There is no sign as yet that it will take 
practical steps to arrest the present ever-widening breach in Pan- 


joined to that of former President 
Alessandri of Chile; to that of for-> 
mer President Batista of Cuba, 
and to those of so many other out- 
standing Americans who insist 
that ‘the Argentine proposal should 
be accepted without hesitation or 
delay.’ 

“Such declarations cannot be 
more significant because they 
demonstrate that the will for 
unity in the Americas hag no im- 
plication of submission nor of 
kowtowing, since it demands a 
meeting of all, in order, in an at- 
mosphere of comprehension and of 
loyalty, to dea] with common prob- 
lems, and in order to preserve that 
unity which the whole continent 
today regards as the most valuable 
of its assets,” 

There is no international lawyer 
of the ‘Americas who ia more 
widely respected within the New 
World and in Europe than Dr, 
Alejandro Alvarez, of Chile. Dr, 
Alvarez recently made this pub- 
lished declaration concerning the 
Argentine request: 


Meeting Is Urged. 


“Every American state has the 
right to ask for a consultative 
meeting of foreign ministers if its 
attitude is criticised or interpreted 
unfavorably with rega to the 
way in which it carries out its con- 
tinental obligations. . In the 
present instance the Argentine Re- 
public does not present itself as an 
accused criminal but ag a sover- 
elgn state which will voluntarily 
explain its attitude. The other 
states may or may not declare that 
they are satisfied; and if circum- 
stances require it, they can reach 
an agreement which may involve 
censure or even the adoption of 
panctions, on the state which has 
sought the meeting. 

“No state can, however, Insist 
that collective sanctions be ap- 
plied against another state un- 
less the latter has first been 
heard in a consultative meeting 
and unless such sanctions have 
amg agreed on in such a meet- 
ng. 

“The organization of solidarity 
in our continent within the “sys- 
tem of consultation’ is a great 
American institution which will 
exercise a profound influence in 
international life and in interna- 
t:.nal law.” 

The policy so far pursued by 
the State Department toward Ar- 
gentina has wrought damage to 
the political and economic inter- 
ests of the United States which 
will last for years to come. It 
has done only harm to the rest 
of the hemisphere. 

The “system of consultation” to 
which Dr. Alvarez refers was de- 
vised to take care of precisely 
such problems as that which has 
arisen with regard to Argentina. 
By participation in a meeting of 
American foreign ministers, as 
an equal among equals, this gov- 
ernment can help find a common 
constructive remedy for the pres- . 
ent dilemma. Inter-American 
unity will be restored as a result 
of such a course. And at this 
critical moment of world history, 
there is no nation of the hemis- 
phere which will profit more 
greatly from the restoration of 
Pan-American unity than the 


United States. 


some U.S. Officials Think Japan 
In Staking All in Philippines

Japanese propagandists claim 
the fate of Japan hangs on the 
outcome of the fighting in the 
Philippines. The Japanese, in 
fact, can have no illusions as to 
the serious consequences of the 
loss of the Philippines, which 
would result in cutting them off 
from their empire in the South 
Pacific and the products of the 
Dutch East Indies, Indo China 
and Malay, including such vital 
war supplies as oil, rubber and 
tin. The Japanese people are be- 
ing made daily aware of the con- 
sequences of the loss of Saipan, 
now the base for the B-29 Super- 
fortress raids over Tokyo and 
other Japanese cities. 

Tokyo Newspaper’s View. 

The newspaper Asahi, Tokyo’s 
leading daily, declared in an edi- 
torial last Tuesday that “he who 
emerges victor in today’s battle 
in the Philippines will assume full 
control of tomorrow's military sit- 
uation,” and called on the Jap- 
anese people to “tax every ounce 
of energy to produce and rush 
supplies and munitions to our 
forces in time for this grave battle 
of supplies and reinforcements.” 

Some American officials here be- 
lieve the Japanese may gamble 
everything on the battle of the 
Philippines, preferring to fight

Army Little Impaired. 


Others, however, point out that 
Japan's armies remain nearly in- . 
tact, that even if the Japanese 
fleet and air force are knocked 
out the Japanese cquld still put 
up a strong defense on the soil of 
their homelands. No one knows 
exactly how many men Japan has 
under arms, but the Japanese 
army may total as many as five - 
million men. Of this number Ja- 
pan may have two million men in 
China, a million in Manchuria and 
Korea and another 500,000 in the 
rest of Asia including the Philip- 
pines, the Dutch East Indies, 
Burma and Malaya. This would 
leave 1,500,000 men for home de- 
fense if Japan withdrew none of 
her forces from outside the coun- 
try. This number would probably 
be considerably increased if the 
Japanese were fighting in defense 
of their home islands by calling 
up reservists and others. 

But whatever the Japanese may 
have in mind, it is evident that 
the war in the Pacific has now 
reached the point where they 
must figure every move in terms 
of Japan's capacity for defense at 
home, 
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the German General Staff. It is 
this living, continuing, destructive 


force that must be extirpated if 
the German people are ever to 
make a constructive contribution 
to the stability of Europe, and if 
any organized international society 
is to be able to safeguard the se- 
curity of free peoples in the years 
to come.” 

Welles and hundreds of other 
authors have pointed out that 
after the last war we lost sight 
of German military history and 
became foolishly vulnerable to 
German duplicity. Shrewd prop- 
agandists dwelt on the theme that 
Germans wanted only to be dealt 
with on the basis of equality with 
other nations, and that if the 
discriminations in the Treaty of 
Versailles were abandoned they 
would become decent citizens of 
the world society. Meantime 
United States financial and com- 
mercial interests lent hundreds of 


German Masses Not Freed 
From Charges of Complicity 


Like most other American! 
writers on the subject today, 
Welles does not absolve the Ger- 
man masses of complicity in plots 
for world dominion. There are’ 
articulate groups in this country, 
notably the American Association 
for a Democratic Germany, which 
believe fervently that “tried and 
proved” German democrats can 
be trusted to lead the nation to 
decency, without undue outside 
interference. The Welles school of 
‘thought, of which the highly 
active Society for the Prevention 
of World War III is a part, grants 
that a democratic Germany may 
emerge in time, but insists that 
as now trained the masses will 
continue to support militarism— 
and during the re-education 
process it doesn’t want to take 
any risks. 

' “Whether the ostensible ruler is 

the Kaiser, or Hindenburg, or 
Adolf Hitler,” Welles states, “the 
continuing loyalty of the bulk of 
the population is given to that 
military force controlled and 
guided by the German General 
Siaff. To the German people, the 
Army today, as in the past, is the 
instrument by which German dom- 
ination will be brought about. 
Generations of Germans may pass. 
The nation may undergo defeat. 
But if the rest of the world per- 
mits it, the German General Staff 
will continue making its plans for 
the future. 


Hope Army Will Survive. 

The country as a whole at this 
very moment has confidence that 
eventually, whatever the outcome 
of the present war, its Army will 
survive to become the agency 
through which the master race 
will ultimately triumph.” 

In the current descent of books 
about Germany on bookstores, and 
even on newsstands in paper-bound 
form, this view seems to be the 
prevailing thought. Typical is 
“What To Do With Germany,” by 
a lawyer-author named Louis 
Nizer, designated as “must” read- 
ing by Eleanor Roosevelt, and in- 
dorsed also by such names as for- 
mer War Production Chairman 
Donald M. Nelson; Vice President- 
elect Harry S. Truman; Henry A. 
Wallace, Maurice Maeterlinck, 
Walter Winchell and Clifton Fadi- 
man and Rex Stout, the latter two 
being members of the hard-headed 
Society for the Prevention of 
World War III. — 

“Never again,” Nizer writes, 
“must we be deluded into misplac- 
ing responsibility for German ag- 
gression, It is not the leader of 
the day, whether he be Charle- 
magne, Barbarossa, Frederick 
Wilhelm, the Great Elector, Fred- 
erick the Great, Bismarck, the 
Kaiser or Hitler, who wages war 
against mankind. It is the Ger- 
man people. Conditioned by cen- 
turies of false indoctrination—of 
a mad philosophy, of an absurd 
*‘soll-blood’ racial theory, of a mys- 
tical paganism, the German people 
have ever been arch-conspirators 
against civilization. They have de- 
liberately plotted to destroy it and 


subdue all mankind to serfdom. 
. « » This is the greatest indict- 


millions of dollars to German in- 
dustrialists, who in turn used it 
to reconstruct German economy 
and later added their own and 
Government funds to embark on 
a policy of economic penetration 
of other countries. 
Hopes of General Staff. 

This latter conspiracy will again 
be employed by the Germans if 
the Allies fail to take adequate 
safeguards. “The German Staff,” 
says Welles, “is convinced that 
over a period of years it can gain 
a controlling influence in labor 
unions, in the banking world, in 
chambers of commerce, and

ment of a people in all history. 
But it is the truth. Unless we 
recognize it as such, we will be 
unable to cope with the German 
problem—and that problem has 
been, and will continue to be, the 
greatest threat to future peace. 
For defeat will not deter the Ger- 
mans from their determined crim- 
inality. They will force war upon’ 
the world again and again. Each 
succeeding effort comes fright- 
fully closer to success...” 

Such writers do not for a mo- 
ment overlook the fact that Ger- 
many has produced great liberal 
intellectuals, great artists, Less- 
ings and Beethovens, Goethes and 
Holderlins, Kants and Schillers. 
But they insist that the demo- 
cratic elements have ever been 
swept aside by the popular tides 
of aggression within the country. 
Emil Ludwig has compared the 
situation to a double-decker bus, 
with the passengers above blessed 
with a broad view but having no 
influence on the course pursued 
below, 

The stark outline of Germanic 
militariam in the last 80 years 
bears witness to the fundamental 
nature of the problem: 1864— 
aggression against Denmark; 1866 
—the war against Austria; 1870— 
the Franco-Prussian war; 1911— 
the Agadir incident that almost 
cast all of Europe into war; 1914 
—World War I, and the present 
war. In the face of this sordid 
background, the Allies are deter- 
mined once and for all to end the 
German menace. 

Just how that can be accom- 
plished is the subject of wide 
discussion here and abroad. KRe- 
sponsible authorities want to 
evolve a plan that will effective- 
ly remove Germany’s capacity to 
wage war and her will to do 80, 
without thereby disrupting her 
economy and the resultant econ- 
omy of Europe and the world. 

Of course there are extremists 
on both sides, those as mentioned, 
who insist that all that needs to 
be done is to see that a demo- 
cratic government is restored to 
the Reich; and fanatics who urge 
that all Germans within the pro- 
creation ages be sterilized. Advo- 
cates of sterilization have even es- 
timated that 20,000 surgeons per- 
forming 25 operations a day could 
sterilize the entire male popula- 
tion of the country in three months 
and the female population in three 
years. They declare that in view 
of the normal death rate of 2 per 
cent a year the German people 
would disappear in two genera- 
tions. 

Variety of Proposals. 

Such inhuman proposals mani- 
festly are not worthy of special 
attention. Conversely, no real 
weight is being given by the Unit- 
ed Nations to exhortations to fol- 
low a “do-nothing” -policy in the 
pious hope that Germans will re- 
form themselves, Between these 
two extremes there remains a va- 
riety of proposals based on sound 
ethnologic, geographic, economic, 
political and social factors. Before 
examining the principal programs 
projected, it might be well first to

The Free Germany Committee 
of London follows the general line 
of the Free Germany Committee 
of Moscow.

Exiles Not Encouraged. 

One difficulty of groups aiming 
to unite exiled Germans on a 
democratic platform has been that

The Free Germany movements 
are better off in that rbéspect. 
They know that they have the 
tacit approval of Moscow, where 
Stalin sponsors such a committee 
headed by the German writer 
Erich Weinert, and adorned by 
such aristocratic names as Count 
Heinrich von Einsiedel, a grand- 
son of Prince Bismarck, and Gen- 
eral Walther von Seydlitz, but in 
reality run by Wilhelm Pieck, for- 
mer German Reichstag member 
and parliamentary floor leader of 
the German Communists. 

The Free Germany Committee 
in Moscow enjoys the advantage 
over all other German emigre or- 
ganizations of being permitted to 
broadcast in the German language 
four times daily. It thus wins con- 
verts both among German exiles 
and within Germany itself. 

In the western hemisphere, the 
Free Germany movement centers 
in Mexico City. Its monthly organ, 
“Freies Deutschiand,” is leftist. 

Operating independently of any 
other movement, a group of Chris- 
tian German liberals headed by 
Udo Rukser, internationally famed 
attorney, and Albert Theile, for- 
mer Bremen journalist, have start- 
ed a monthly magazine in Santi- 
ago, Chile, which is recognized by 
the American War Department to 
the extent that its circulation is 
permitted in German prisoner-of- 
war camps. It is called “Deutsche 
Blaetter” 

In Bolivia, a group of anti-Nazis

Believed U.S. to Acquiesce 


In Boundary Readjustments 


There is indication also that the 
United States made clear its will- 
ingness to acquiesce in boundary 
readjustments, as distinguished 
from any radical dismemberment 
plan. Apparently there would be 
no objection on our part to giving 
all or most of Hast Prussia _ to 
Poland, which in turn would lose 
eastern Poland as far ag the Cur- 
zon line to Russia—the area 
wrested from the Soviet Union 
after the last war. Churchill al- 
ready has made clear his support 
of the plan. It is understood fur- 
ther that we would not be adverse 
to relatively small _ territorial 
changes in southwest Germany, 
designed particularly to give 
France control of both banks of 
the Rhine River, so that its 
bridges could not be again used 
as springboards for attack on the 
French. 

The final draft of the American 
proposals is said to have con- 
tained no major provision of the 
Morgenthau plan, which aroused 
a gale of controversy. Undoubtedly 
there has heen much unjust dis- 
tortion of the ideas first -pro- 
pounded by the amiable Secretary 
of the Treasury, due in large part 
to the secrecy that surrounded 
them, but it is generally agreed 
that the plan did call for the par- 
titioning of Germany into at least 
two independent states, which 
would be de-industrialized and re- 
duced partly to an agricultural 
economy. In, addition the highly 
industrialized Rhineland would 
have been severed from the Reich 
and put under indefinite interna- 
tional control, with its present 
German population compressed 
into the new German states, 


Discussing this plan a_ few 
weeks ago, Columnist Dorothy 
Thompson said rhetorically: “At 
this point I can only ask: Have 
we gone crazy?” The Morgenthau 
plan, she went on, is not original. 
“There is a model for it. It is 
the Nazi plan for defeated coun- 
tries . . . It would require Nazi 
methods and a Nazi mentality to 
carry it out.” Miss Thompson is 
one of the sponsors of the previ- 
ously noted American Association 
for a Democratic Germany, whose 
roster of officials also includes 
such distinguished intellectuals as 
Dean Christian Gauss of Prince- 
ton University and Reinhold Nie- 
buhr, Missouri-born professor of 
applied Christianity at the Union 
Theological Seminary. 

Standing in ideological juxta- 
position to this association, spokes- 
men for the Society for the Pre- 
vention of World War III denied 
that the Morgenthau proposal 
contemplated the creation of a 
wholly agricultural Germany. 
Writing in a recent report of the 
society, Christopher La Farge 
said: “To attempt to reduce in- 
dustrialized Germany to a purely 
agricultural nation would be sim- 
ply silly. It has been suggested, 
and properly, that she be forced 
to become more of an agricultural 
nation than before, keeping her 
light industries (those not trans- 
latable into war-manufacture) and 
being deprived of her heavy ones. 
That is simply good common 
sense, ... The whole suggestion 
that American policy demands 
that Germany should be reduced 
to a nation of farming peasants 
is obviously maliciously inspired 
to create national and interna- 
tional dissension and hard feel- 
ing. It is the sort of over-sim- 
plified falsehood which is one of 
the Nazis’ favorite weapons.” 

Whatever the merits or demer- 
its of the Morgenthau plan, the 
public quarrels it generated il- 
lustrated the delicacy of the en- 


tire German problem. It is rea- 
sonably safe, in any case, to as- 
sume that the formal American 
proposals do not at this time 
embrace any violent dismember- 
ment operation on Germany. 
State Department sources have 
indicated to the Post-Dispatch 
that our Government does Not 
regard any drastic partitioning 
program with favor. Whether 
the other Allies will lend sup- 
port to dismemberment, or cause 
the United States to change its 
views in this respect, remains to 
seen. 


It is important to point out that 
Sumner Welles is a leading advo- 
cate of a program of partition. 
Despite our Government's pres- 
ent disinclination to go along with 
such proposals, a considerable 
segment of American thinking on 
this subject is far from convinced 
that the parceling of Germany is 
unfeasible, and Welles’ ideas, 
therefore, are of particular mo- 
ment. In “The Time for Deci- 
sion,” he readily concedes’ that 
there are compelling reasons for 
opposing the splitting up of the 
Reich, but adds: “It is only be- 
cause of my conviction that Ger- 
man unity means a continuing 
threat to the peace of the entire 
world that I have reached the 
conclusion that partition is the 
only way of offsetting the Ger- 
man menace in the future.” 

Welles suggests the following 
partition plan with boundaries 
predicated primarily on cultural, 
historic. and economic considera- 
tions: 

1 A new state of Southern 
Germany, comprising the former 
sovereign nations of Bavaria, 
Wuerttemberg, Baden and Hesse- 
Darmstadt, together with the 
Rhineland and the Saar regions. 
The populations that would be 
comprised within this division 
are predominantly Catholic. 

2. Another state containing 
these old German subdivisions 
and the smaller subdivisions 
contiguous to them: Upper 
Hesse, Thuringia, Westphalia, 
Hanover, Oldenburg and Ham- 
burg. 

3. A third state composed of 

Prussia (exclusive of East Prus- 
sia), Mecklenburg and Saxony. 

Welles points out that in the 
second and third states the popu- 
lations are predominantly Prot- 
estant. In each of these three new 
states the historical, as well as the 
religious and cultural divisions 
which existed during the centuries 
prior to the creation of the Third 
Reich, have been maintained. 

Under the Welles plan, Poland 
would be given the province of 
East Prussia, and at the same 
time the frontier between Western 
Prussia and the old Polish Cor- 
ridor would be adjusted so as to 
give the new German sstate, of 
which Western Prussia would 
form a part, an area of the old 
Corridor. The seaports of Danzig 
and Gdynia would thus be left in 
Polish hands. An international or- 
ganization would supervise the re- 
sultant transfers of population 
over a reasonable length of time. 

The former Undersecretary of 
State also recommends establish- 
ment of a system of controls to 
make certain there is no covert 
rearmament, and controls over 
German mining and heavy indus- 
tries and all imports, While he 
states, too, that he favors inter- 
nationalization of all Central 
European communications and 
sources of power development, he 
does not elaborate on this highly 
complex task, He goes on to argue 
in effect against a policy of per- 
mitting the Germans to choose 


their own form of government 
soon after the war, because he 
fears that the German General 
Staff would deliberately foster 
Communism in order to corrupt it 
to their own purposes in World 
War III. 

“Already,” he states, “the organi- 
zation of ‘Free Germans’ andthe 
groups of well-intentioned, liberal- 
minded citizens of the United 
States who support the efforts of 
these organizations are moving 
rapidly to create a state of mind 
on the part of public opinion with- 
in this country which will hold 
that the fourth German Reich can 
be trusted, provided German ‘dem- 
ocrats’ are aided in seizing and 
holding the reins of government. 


“I would count myself a mem- 
ber of this body of opinion if I 
could believe that democracy could 
really determine the destinies of 
the German people within a fore- 
seeable future. The basic point to 
remember ig that democracy can- 
not be imposed upon any people. 
It can only exist in reality when it 
springs from the consciousness 
and from the will of a people. 
There is no proof which can be 
offered worthy of credence that 
the history of the German people 
during the past 25 years holds 
even a spark of promise that de- 
mocracy would become a true or 
a predominant force within Ger- 
many so long as the tragically 
poisoned German youth of the Hit- 
ler years remain a majority of the 
German people.” 

Welles’ position is thus diamet- 
rically opposed to that of the 
American Association for a Demo- 
cratic Germany. which has widely 
advertised its willingness to sup- 
port German democratic groups 
as the chief remolders of Ger- 
many. “We believe,” said the as- 
sociation in a pamphlet entitled 
“A Positive Program for Germany 
After Hitler,” “that in the formu- 
lation of a United Nations policy 
towards Germany such groups 
should be heard. They are our best 
informants about democratic pos- 
sibilities in Germany and on eco- 
nomic reforms and rehabilitation. 


Their aid should be sought in de- 
termining what Germans are to be 
trusted in reconstructing a demo- 
cratic Germany.” The association 
sponsors the Council for a Demo- 
cratic Germany, the organizing 
committee of which is composed 
of former Reichstag members and 
officials of the Weimar Republic. 

Dorothy Thompson, probably 
the association's most fluent mem- 
ber, has deplored any drastic dis- 
memberment plan, warning: “The 
greatest danger to victorious coun- 
tries is that they overreach them- 
selves. It is by that overreaching 
that they invariably start the 
forces that lead to the next war. 
War, a crime begotten in stupid- 
ity, begets another crime to start 
another war.” 

Columnist Walter Lippmann 
took issue with Miss Thompson's 
views, saying: “ ... Prolonged 
control of a great nation like Ger- 
many, the reduction of its terri- 
tory, or beyond that its partition, 
is an appalling thing to under- 
take. We should not be consider- 
ing it if there were any evidence 
that a freedom-loving German de- 
mocracy was rising to overthrow 
the Nazis . .. and regenerate 
Germany.” 

Author Louls Nizer, in his book 
setting forth a comprehensive 
program for dealing with Ger- 
many, rejects a partition solution. 
Partition, he maintains, would give 
added incentive to the extreme 
nationalism which permeates Teu- 
tonic peoples. He emphasizes that 
German unity has been one of 
the most successful propaganda 
arguments of Pan-Germanism 
since the nineteenth century, and 
reminds us that philosophers like 
Fichte and Hegel advocated it. 

“In 1866,” he writes, “Prussia 
became the predominant state in 
Germany by virtue of her victory 
over Austria. The slogan of the 
‘unity of German blood’ was ex- 
ploited by Bismarck as the driv- 
ing force for a new Pan-Germanic 
effort. He dissolved the former 
distinctions among Bavaria, 
Prussia, Saxony, Wuertemberg 
and Hanover... 

“The fanatical belief of the pres- 
ent generation in German unity 
would make recourse to the old 
divisions an impracticable device. 
It would be a mere invitation for 
the Germans to wipe out the fic- 
tional boundary linea, After pre- 
vious defeats, they have been dis- 
membered only to regroup, their 
strength increased by inspiration 
for a new cohesion.” 

Nizer proposes the following 
long-range program: 

1. All plants and machinery 
that produce war material 
should be scrapped or removed. 


2. The machine tool industry, 
steel mills, power houses and 
key industries should be de- 
stroyed or taken from German 
control. Where deemed expedi- 
ent, physical operation could be 
left to Germans, but interna- 
national trustees should control 
and supervise contracts and 
production. 

%. Stocks of metals, oils and 
other strategic material in ex- 
cess of normal domestic con- 
sumption should be removed 
and never replenished. 

4. Reformation of the entire 
German educational system, with 
supervision by international au- 
thorities over a new educational 
program. 

5. Confiscation of Prussian es- 
tates and distribution in small 
parcels to peasants. 

6. Inclusion of Germany as a 
beneficiary in international eco- 
nomic planning, so that it could 
regain economic health under 
the conditions imposed, 

These suggestions overlap in 
some respects but differ in many 
important ersentials from the more 
thorough, scientifically evolved 
proposals presented in “The Con- 
trol of Germany and Japan,” by 
Moulton and Marlio. Six hundred 
thousand copies of this book have 
been distributed to Book-of-the- 
Month Club members, and the pro- 
gram set forth in it has stirred 
much interest, 


Moulton and Marlio Against 
Destruction of All Industry 


Their conclusions on Germany 
are, after a comprehensive, realis- 
tic survey of geographic, indus- 
trial, economic and political fac- 
tors: 

1. Territorial rea djustments 
would not suffice. 

2. Destruction of all indus- 
trialism would be impracticable. 

8. A partial control system in- 
volving allocation of strategic 
materials would be inadequate. 

4. Direct controls over selected 
key industries offer greater pos- 
sibilities, but would not insure 
safety. 

RECOMMENDED ECONOMIC 

MEASURES: 

1. Suppression of all military 
and commercial aviation, 

2. Rigid control of the alu- 
minum industry. 

3. Elimination of synthetic oil 
plants. 

4. Supervision over all electric 
power. 


MILITARY MEASURES: 

1. Withdrawal of military oc- 
cupation forces as soon as stable 
conditions permit, and depend- 
ence thereafter on a system of 
detection and coercion. 

2. Creation of a Rearmament 
and Detection Board. The board 
would maintain supervisors with- 
in key industrial areas to°watch 
for evasions of restrictions, and 
would be empowered after due 
warnings to apply coercive 
measures. 

In discussing the need for ulti- 
mate reliance on coercive meas- 
ures, the authors state: “While the 
most appropriate measures in a 


given situation would of course) 


have to be determined by the mili- 
tary authorities, it must be clearly 
understood that they would in- 
clude such drastic measures as 
bombing the seat of government, 
bombing or shelling vital ports or 
key industrial cities, and the inva- 
sion of the country by ground 
forces.” 
military action would endanger 
the peace of the world, they stress. 


Failure to take prompt’! 


Of course their entire program 
presupposes the complete disarma- 
ment of the Reich, 

Proposals to destroy the iron 
and steel industry in Germany are 
rejected by Moulton and Marlio on 
the ground that this would pro- 
duce serious economic  conse- 
quences both in and outside Ger- 
many. The suppression of the 
German machine-tool industry and 
transfer of éxisting equipment to 
other countries is viewed as im- 
practical because the diversity and 
decentralization of the industry 
would make evasion easy, and be- 
cause essential tools could be 
secretly imported. 


On the other hand the control 
of the aluminum industry is con- 
sidered both essential and feasible, 
They recommend the suppression 
of aluminum ingot production, al- 
lowing Germany to fabricate alu- 
minum products but barring in- 
gots because they can so readily 
be utilized for war material. The 
control would be made more ef- 
fective by supervising the quantity 
of aluminum ingots that could be 
imported. In also urging the pro- 
hibition of synthetic oil produc- 
tion, which now supplies Germany 
with more than 40 per cent of her 
oil, it is contended that while new 
synthetic oil plants might be built 
in the event of war this would re- 
quire at least two years, an im- 
portant time factor. 


While the controls recommended 
for aluminum and oil would great- 
ly restrict the possibilities of Ger- 
man aviation, it is pointed out that 
these measures in themselves 
would not forestall the develop- 
ment of a powerful air force in 
due time. Ingenious substitutes 
might be invented for airplane 
construction. Therefore the com- 
plete suppression of all aviation 
is urged, commercial and military 
and even individual private flying. 

Finally, the advantages of con- 
trolling the electric power indus- 
try are set forth: it would pre- 
vent Germany from violating any

United Nations Trusteeship 


One criticism of this proposal 
would seem to lie in its presuppo- 
sition that Germany’s neighbors 
will always remain hostile to her, 
overlooking the possibility of 
changing European political align- 
ments that might give Germany 
ready-made war resources. Anoth- 
er is that Germany might, 
through the hoarding and secre- 
tion of some military forces, be 
able to thrust out swiftly to con- 
quer its smaller neighbors and 
quickly mobilize their existing war 
facilities for more ambitious ag- 
gression. Such a conquest, diplo- 
matic and bloodless, was witnessed 
in the speedy absorption of muni- 
tions-rich Czechoslovakia preced- 
ing the present war, 

Fortune Magazine, In a series of 
articles published in 1943, proposed 
a United Nations trusteeship for 
most of German industry. The 
guiding principle of the interna- 
tional trusteeship, at least during 
a transition period, would be that 
postwar Europe will need all the 
production it can get, and that 
the European economy and its 
powerfu) German center should be 
kept operating as a going concern. 
It was also proposed that no busi- 
ness contro] of any sort should be 
left in Nazi hands anywhere in the 
world, and that until Germany has 
regained its place in civilized so- 
ciety, no German resident of Ger- 
many should be permitted to own 
or control any enterprise outside 
of German borders. 

The magazine did not look with 
favor upon dismemberment of 
Germany, but suggested a redraw- 
ing of the various states within 
the nation in order to give them 
more local autonomy and encour- 
age the “natural diversity” of cul- 
tures and groups in the Reich. In 
essence this plan was one of “‘de- 
Prussianization.” It contemplated 
reduction of Prussia to its original 
size, thus freeing the Rhineland, 
Westphalia, Hanover, Silesia and 
other parts of Prussia from Ber- 


lin’s domination, In fact it urged 


that the capital of the new Gem 
man federation be a city other 
than Berlin. Also suggested was 
a moral reawakening of Germany 
through a thorough reform of its 
educational processes, 

To sum up, there are prolifie 
expressions of American attitudes 
on what to do with postwar Ger- 
many. Most of the disparate 
groups, however, are long on cit- 
ing their reasons for “hard” or 
“soft” treatment of the nation in 
the generations to come, but short 
on projecting specific programs. 
Within the limits of reasoned and 
non-vengeful, non-whitewash pro- 
grams that have been projected by 
Americans, the ones enumerated 
above are a representative cross 
section, 

While divergent American attt- 
tudes may be regarded by some 
as academic in view of the sub- 
mission of a United States pro- 
posal to the European Advisory 
Commission, the fact remains that 
our formal program is tentative, 
subject to revision and possible 
improvement in consonance with 
the voices of other Allied nations. 
To this extent unofficial American 
opinion may still carry compelling 
weight, 


Too, the recommendations of the 
United States, at least insofar as 
is known publicly, seem to consist 
of broad outlines of a course of 
action, and much room remains for 
filling in the important details. 
For example, we are informed that 
abolition of war industries is 
urged, but the ways and means 
are not specified in the dispatches 
from London. The program is 
said to call for rigid control of 
Germany’s chemical and metal- 
lurgical industries, but nothing is 
said about the extent or the ma- 
chinery of such control and 
corollary factories. In short, the 
real substance of the American 
memoranda to the commission is 
lacking, and the force of American 
opinion therefore is still of no little 
moment.

Its advocacy of a free economy 
will become meaningful when it 
co-operates in rooting out and de- 
stroying monopolistic tendencies. 

Small and medium-sized busi- 
nesses are the backbone of our 
people’s capitalism.

They cannot live if the weight 
and bulk of big business can be 
used to stunt or crush small com- 
petitors. Little business can meet 
the challenge of stiff competition, 
but it is'helpless against unfair 
competition. The difference is 
crucial. The rules of the game 
have to be overhauled from time 
to time; foul decisions by the 
umpires tend to become new rules 
and can undermine the game itself. 

The prevention of monopolistic 
practices is in line with what is 
bound to become the accepted 
policy of American economy—ever- 
lower units of profit and ever- 
higher volume of sales. 


Test of Ability. 

The postwar period will most 
likely present us with a test of 
our ability, as a nation, to prevent 
that hardening of the capitalist 
arteries called monopolization.

JAPAN PROTESTS, CHARGES 


U.S, SANK HOSPITAL SHIP 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 23 (AP). 
—Japan’s Domel news agency re- 
ported today an official protest 
had been made to the United 
States Government over the al- 
leged sinking of a Japanese hos- 
pital ship, the Muro Maru, by 
American planes in a raid on Ma- 
nila harbor Dec. 13. 

Domei said the hospital ship 
was bombed and strafed and that 
it sank several hours later. The 
Federal Communications Commis- 
sion, Which picked up the Domei 
report, said it was broadcast in 
English and intended for Ameri- 
can consumption.

seeking home sites, is it possible 
St. Louis will still be left out 
in the cold?

California and Florida were hit 
hardest by Byrnes’ unexpected 
decision. Florida’s Gulfstream 
track closed a 20-day meeting to- 
day, Tropical Park had a meeting 
scheduled to open Monday, and 
Hialeah Park a 40-day program 
January 17, and the principal dog 
tracks are in that state. 

The Los Angeles Turf Club an- 
nounced it had abandoned plans 
for any racing whatever at Santa 
Anita Park prior to Jan, 3, the 
date on which horseracing’ will 
end nationally. 

Previously the club said _ it 
would probably open Santa Anita 
on Dec. 30, and close Jan. 3, after 
three days of racing. 

The club directorate, however, 
disclosed after a lengthy meeting 
that, under the circumstances, it 
had decided to apply to the Cali- 
fornia horse racing board for can- 
cellation of its season. 

Recent bad turn of events in 
Europe, coupled with manpower 
and absenteeism problems in Cal- 
ifornia ‘brought racing to the at- 
tention of Byrnes through the 
WMC. 

An employment ceiling recently 
was authorized by WMC to per- 
mit the opening of the Santa 
Anita track in Los Angeles, a crit- 
ical labor area. 

WMC felt that reopening of this 
track could not be disapproved 
since other tracks were being al- 
lowed to operate in other areas 
equally critical. 

Byrnes stepped in and called a 
halt, saying: 

“The operation of race tracks 
not only required the employment 


of manpower needed for essential 
operation, but also manpower, 
railroad transportation as well as 
tires and gasoline in the move- 
ment of patrons to and from the 
track, and in the movement of 
horses and their attendants, 

“The existing war situation de- 
mands the utmost effort that the 
people of the United States can 
give to the support of its armed 
forces in the production of needed 
war materials. 

“The operation of race tracks is 
not conducive to this all-out ef- 
fort.” 

WMC sources estimated that 
employment ceilings on race 
tracks average about 400 per- 
sons, and that all of those affected 
will now be required to enter es- 
sential industry. 

In 17 states, $1,126,308,645 was

New York City’s mayor, F. H.

Franco Rides Out First Finesse: 

Those who watch Spanish affairs 
closely think there will be little 
news about Spain until after Jan.

000, and since the ceiling (unan- 
nounced) is slightly lower a few 
doctors will be dropped, mostly 
the’ senior grade medicos who 
have been engaged in mainly ad- 
ministrative tasks. 

The medical corps still would 
like more doctors, but at this time 
they don’t want to draw any more 
medical men from civilian life. 
The student training program for 
young doctors is going ahead at 
its usual pace. 


INDUSTRIAL EXPANSION RATE 
IN ST. LOUIS AREA UP 77 PCT, 


The rate of industrial develop- 
ment in St. Louis was much great- 
er this year than in 1943 with war 
production plants comprising «a 
majority of new plants begun dur- 
ing the year, the Industrial and 
Research Bureau of the St. Louis 


Chamber of Commerce announced 
yesterday. 

The figures reported, which in- 
clude the months from January 
through November of this year, 
show a 77 per cent increase in new 
industries and expansions of estab 
lished business in this area. Sixty 
companies began operations here 
this year, as compared with 29 in 
1943, while 165 established firms 
expanded during the year to ex- 
ceed the 98 businesses that en- 
larged in 1943. 

The only decrease in industrial 
development was in the amount of 
available floor space absorbed. 
However, this decrease was more 
than offset by increased new con- 
struction and there also was less 
industrial space available for ab- 
sorption, the report pointed out. 
Construction of new floor space 
amounted to 915,035 square feet, an 
increase of 653,365 square feet 
over 1943. 


NEW TOP U. $, ACE IN EUROPE; 
344 PLANES, FIVE IN DAY 


LONDON, Dec. 23 (AP).—Col. 
Dave Schilling, who commands an 
ace fighter group in Europe, be- 
came the leading ace in the Euro- 
pean theater today by getting five 
German planes, making his total 
bagged 34%—of which 24% were 
in the air and 10 on the ground.

@ DOWN THERE FOLKS DIDN’T GO IN FOR ALL the dif- 
ferent kinds of sausage that the farmers make in St. Louis 
County. There was no metwurst or bratwurst or blood sau- 
sage. They generally killed fatter hogs, too, because corn and 
cottonseed hadn’t yet been transformed into cooking oils and 
it took plenty of lard to run a household where all the baking 
was done at home and never a day passed without biscuits 
and cornbread and pie on the table. Plain pork sausage, sage- 
seasoned and eaten fresh, was the order of the day. But some 
was stuffed in casings to hang in the smokehouse and some 
was fried down in cakes and packed in layers in big crooks, 
These were filled with melted lard which, when it hardened, 
kept the sausage perfectly for months, At Grandpa Hall's 
house they always made a good store of cracklin’s and these, 
if you don’t happen to know about them, are the little 
browned squares of fat from which the lard has been com- 
pletely “tried out.” Cracklin’s require special care in the 
making, if you want them just right. The fat must be ex- 
pertly cut from the skin and tended carefully in the lard 
kettle so it doesn’t burn. There must be a bit of water in the 
kettle just at the start, when you pour in the fat, and the 
kettle must be stirred frequently when it starts to boil. And 
finally the cracklin’s must be pressed to remove all excess 
fat,

a spoonful into the cornbread batter—and out of the 
oven comes cracklin’ bread. Food for the gods!

@ YOU KNOW, I STARTED OUT TO WRITE a Christmas 
piece. Meant to lead up to a point that Christmas, when you 
get along to my age, is also a day of memories. And if mem- 
ory serves me rightly, Christmas, when we were very young 
and lived in the country, did have a very special flavor.

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The Lovés in the Life of Lupe

HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 23. 

HE fiery and spectacular ca- 

reer of Lupe Velez is ended. 

The little Mexican girl who 
kept Hollywood in an almost con- 
tinuous uproar for 17 years with 
her unconventional love affairs 
and antics is dead, but memories 
of those affairs will be alive in 
the film city for many years to 
come. 

Her suicide last week was a 
vertitable love death for a star 
whose romantic attachments dur- 
ing her lifetime had been many— 
a star who literally “burned up the 
road” in her overwhelming desire 
to “live” at any cost. 

Hers indeed was one of the most 
pyrotechnical of destinies. She 
was a torrid Latin and the counter- 


part of the “Mexican Spitfire” 
character she created for a series 
of pictures under ‘that name, 
There have been few stars who, 
in real life, were so much like the 
roles they played. Lupe lHved 
more romance than is contained 
in a dozen Hollywood scenarios. 

Her generous heart enabled her 
to love many men, although it is 
doubtful if she was able to give to 
any of the others the same adora- 
tion she bestowed upon Gary 
Cooper back in the days when 
both were young and were strug- 
gling for recognition in Hollywood. 

Following her breakup with 
Cooper, Lupe told close friends: 
“Tt don’t care, I'll find other men 
to love.” Despite this, she never 
was able to forget her first real 
romance, 


The parade of men in her life 
proved that she tried. There was 
Johnny Weissmuller, the only one 
she married; Guinn “Big Boy” 
Williams, a knockabout, prattfall 
type of romance; Writer Eric 
Maria Remarque (a more somber 
interlude), swashbuckling actor 
Arturo de Cordova and finally 
Harald Ramond whose baby she 
was carrying when she took an 
overdose of sleeping pills and 
spectacularly ended the life she 
had spent so freely.

HESE were the major or, as 

Hollywood puts it, the “A” ro- 

mances in her life. The “B's” 
included a host of such lesser in- 
terests as Winfield “Winnie” Shee- 
han, who at that time was head 
man at the William Fox Studios, 
Jack Gilbert, Steve Crane, Bertram 
Taylor, Woolworth Donahue, John 
Shelton, “Shipwreck” Kelly (who 
later married Brenda Frazier), 
Johnny Mitchell, Helmut Dantine 
and even comedian Harry Ritz. 


These romances, some of long 
duration and some almost over- 
night “quickies,” were all of 
Lupe’s own choosing. 

“IT never let a man make love 
to me to get a part in a picture 
or even a contract,” she once told 
a member of the Hollywood press, 

The romance with Cooper 
started when the actor was ill and 
Lupe helped nurse him. Their 
love blazed like a forest fire and 
was front page material for many 
= To an interviewer Lupe 
said: 


“Sometimes he is like a little 
boy and then I want to mother 
him. Other times he is like a big, 
strong man. Then I bite his ears!” 

For two years Lupe “mothered” 
her baby while the romance blazed 
brighter than the lights on Holly- 
wood boulevard. The _ actress 
fought Paramount for what she 
believed were Gary’s rights. In 
turn, she fought Gary because she 
was, by nature, a pack of feminine 
blockbusters and entirely incapa- 
ble of a placid, conventional love 
affair, 


The blowup of this affair was 
inevitable. It was nobody’s fault. 
Lupe left for the East and on the 
following day Gary headed for 
Europe. 

*“‘Whoopee Lape,” as she had be- 
come known by then, was intro- 
duced to Weissmuller in New York 
while she was appearing in the 
stage play “Show Girl.” He had 
come East after making his first 
Tarzan picture to make a personal 
appearance at the Capital Theater. 
Lupe went for the Ape Man like 
the conventional ton of bricks, 

She said: “He has long legs like 
my Gary.”

EISSMULLER at the time 

was in the midst of being 

divorced by singer Bobbie 
Arnst. Upon the accomplishment 
of this, the two eloped to Las 
Vegas and a secluded cabin where 
“Johnee” could make love to Lupe 
and practice his ape-like yells to 
his heart’s content. 

The pair probably set a record 
for Hollywood fights and recon- 
ciliations. There were three di- 
vorce suits before the marriage 
finally took the count. Lupe told 
a fan magazine interviewer: 

“Johnee is so beautiful. Some- 
times I sit up in bed at night and 
just watch him sleep. He is like 
a piece of sculpture.” 


The piece of sculpture, however, 
began to stay out nights. Lupe 
forgave him a few times and then 
began their series of fights which 
kept Hollywood rocking for 
months, 


In her divorce suit, Lupe 
charged her Johnee with breaking 
up the family furniture and hurl- 
ing vases. It was a known fact, 
though, that little Lupe climbed 
all over the six-foot-plus Ape Man

Once, to get 
away from him, the actress locked 
herself in her room which con- 
tained, among other pieces of in- 
teresting furniture, a 10-foot 
square bed. Weissmuller, it is 
said, followed and pushed his fist 
through the solid oak door. 


Tarzan’s howls for Lupe were 
stilled finally in 1938 when the 
divorce came through. For solace 
Lupe turned to Guinn Williams, 


Guinn, better known as “Big 
Boy” Williams, came into Lupe’s 
life in typical Hollywood manner. 
Lupe was going out with another 
man at the time, One night he 
was detained at his ‘office (his 
story) and asked the hulking 
character actor to sub for him. 
Lupe’s passion for strong (but not 
necessarily silent) men won over 
again, and it wasn’t long before 
Big Boy took over completely. 

Again Lupe confided to friends 
that her man reminded her of 
Gary. After a few torrid episodes 
which made the front pages with 
clocklike regularity, Lupe broke 
up with Big Boy and started 
making the Hollywood night spots 
with Eric Maria Remarque, author 
of the World War I classic, “All 
Quiet on the Western Front.” She 
and Remarque, who wore a 
monocle and liked to dress for- 
mally, went out twice a week—on 
Wednesdays and Saturdays. It 
was definitely Lupe’s only formal 
romance—so formal, in fact, that 
the monocle and full dress clothes 
didn’t remind her at all of her 
Gary,

RTURO DE CORDOVA was 
A next interest of any major im- 

portance. Lupe had met the 
actor back in 1937 in Mexico City 
when she went there to make a 
picture. They were just friends, 
then, but when Arturo came to 
Paramount on a long term con- 
tract he and Lupe began going to- 
gether, There was no chance of 
a marriage in this affair because 
the Latin actor had a wife and 
four children in Mexico. He re- 
peatedly failed in a divorce at- 
tempt so that he could marry 
Lupe. 

It was while Lupe was visiting 
De Cordova on the “Frenchman’s 
Creek” set at Paramount that 
Lupe met Harald Ramond, the 
man who was to become her next 
and final romance. 

De Cordova was enacting the 
role of the captain of the ship 
“La Mouette.” Ramond, ironi- 
cally, was his chief mate. Before 
long the mate was to supplant the 
captain in the heart of the actress. 
Lupe worked fast on this affair. 
According to Ramond, she ar- 
ranged their first date through his 
agent. This was perfectly in ac- 
cord with Lupe’s habit of calling 
up a desirable male and saying, 
“T have no date for tonight. Why 
don’t you take me out?” 

However it started, this was the 
romance that wrote a tragic fine 
ish to the life of the Mexican Spit- 
fire. In embarking upon it, Lupe 
contradicted her own statement 
of a few months ago: 

“IT am through with Latins and 
Europeans. They are too domi- 
nating. Give me American men. 
They are more 50-50 with their 
women!” 

A lover of gaudy and expensive 
jewelry and furs, Lupe, ironically 
enough, received very few such 
items from her admirers. She 
didn’t even get engagement rings 
from Weissmuller, Williams or 
Ramond. She didn’t care much 
for rings anyway. Bracelets were 
her passion and through all her 
romances she wore only one huge 
square-cut diamond ring which 
she had bought and paid for her- 
self. 


Her fur collection, itemized a 
couple of days ago by her secre- 
tary, Mrs. Beulah Kinder, includ- 
ed a chinchilla cape, a white fox 
coat, an ermine cape, other coats 
of sable and lynx, two fox capes, a 
summer ermine stole and a sable 
muff and hat. 

She habitually wore these furs 
to the Friday night fights at the 
Hollywood Legion Stadium where 
she held a pair of tickets “for life” 
in the front row. Whoever was 


the current heart interest at the 
moment had to escort her to these 
seats whether he liked boxing or 
not. Lupe, in fact, spent little 
time in her own seat. Most of the 
time she was halfway up into the 
ring, heckling fighters who 
wouldn’t fight and screaming 
Spanish at Mexican fighters for 
whom she felt a special racial in- 


terest, 
S the report of her death, a doz- 

en or more Hollywood sports 
had called the Legion Stadium to 
bid for the two choice seats. They 
were told off in no uncertain 
terms by the management which, 
last week, posted a guard of honor 
by the seats and requested a half 
mfhute of silence for Lupe just be- 
fore the main event. 

Lupe would have liked that. It 
was melodramatic just as her life 
had been from the time she ar- 
rived in Hollywood in 1927 until 
the very moment of her death. 

A Mexico City shopgirl when she 
was 15, Lupe was brought to 
Hollywood to play in “The Dove,” 
a picture Norma Talmadge was 
making with Richard Bennett. She 
had dark hair and enormous black 
eyes and could speak only a few 
words of English. 

Almost overnight she became a 
success, Douglas Fairbanks chose 
her for a leading role in his film 
“The Gaucho” and with the re- 
lease of the picture it was estab- 
lished that the Mexican actress 
had something on the ball which

Her resemblance to Dolores Del 
Rio, who was riding the top of 
the popularity wave at the time, 
was the cause of great annoyance 
to the other big-eyed Latin atar. 
They had an out and out feud 
which was waged via the gossip 
columnists and which Lupe won 
by ridicule, if nothing else. 

The actress lived by the creed 
of being tempestuous, She was 
“a great scout” in Hollywood esti- 
mation and was a complete con- 
trast to the placid Miss .Del Rio 
with whom she was so often com- 
pared. She was famous in Holly- 
wood itself, but as far as a na- 
tional or international public was 
concerned, this fame was more or 
less only a legend created by the 
vast amount of publicity about

Many of these scenes were on 
the movie sets and were often wit- 
technicians who found excuses to 
visit a sound stage where Lupe

Things | Never Knew About Christmas 


HE origin of Christmas fix- 

in’s is as varied as the coun- 

tenances of the hordes of 
street corner Santas, All ages and 
cultures—from the era of the 
Druids of ancient Gaul to the five 
and tens’ synthetic trees and plas- 
tic ornament#—have contributed 
to the Christmas holly-day, which 
was not officially designated as 
the 25th of December until 336 
A. D. by the Roman Church, Be- 
fore this date, holly was hung as 


. camouflage on the doors of the 


early Christians celebrating the 
birth of Christ. This was in order 
to avoid persecution, and they 
masked their gayety by garlanding 
their homes with the holly—the 
prevalent decoration used by the 
Romans at the pagan festival of 
Saturnalia, which occurred at the 
same time. 

Many of the Christmas customs 
were carry-overs from pre-Chris- 
tian celebrations. Hanging gifts on 
trees is supposed to stem from the 
tree worship of the Druids and 
the belief that the tree was the 
giver of all good things. The 
Druids are also partly responsible 
for the use of mistletoe at Christ- 
mas time. They regarded the 
mistletoe as sacred, made certain 
that it never touched the ground, 
and dedicated it to the Goddess of 
Love, which explaing the kissing 
that goes on under it. Kissing 
under the mistletoe is a simplified 
routine in this streamlined age. 
‘Originally, when boy kissed girl, 
he plucked a berry from the clus- 
ter and presented it to her. When 
the berries were gone, so were the

It received its 
“Christian symbolism from the 
legend of St. Joseph of .Arithma- 
thea, who settled in Glastenbury 
and planted his staff in the earth, 
which is supposed to have borne 
leaves and blossomed thereafter 
every Christmas Eve. The first 
historical mention of a Christmas 
tree dates to a Strasbourg, Ger- 
many, record of 1605, containing a 
description of fir treea set up with 
colored paper roses, apples, sweets 
and gold foil.

E are 300 miles from the en-

All ma- 
chine guns are manned and are 
ready for the plane.

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Television Opera

ERBERT GRAF, the noted 

stage director who hag been 

prominently identified with 
operatic production in both this 
country and Europe, believes that 
television— which as everybody 
knows is just around the corner— 
will prove the ideal means for the 
dissemination of opera. Mr. Graf 
of course, is an enthusiast and, as 
such, has always contended that 
opera, far from being an obsoles- 
cent form of artistic expression, 
merely needs a slightly more fa- 
vorable economic situation in 
order to become a great popular 
diversion. 

Television, in his opinion, will 
lend itself naturally and immedi- 
ately to opera. He believes the 
changes of form which opera will 
have to undergo in becoming 
adapted to this new medium will 
improve it dramatically without 
affecting its musical value at all. 
It is evident that Mr. Graf is 
thinking particularly of operatic 
productions that are especially 
prepared for visual and auditory 
transmission. 

The first operas that are brought 
into the home by television, how- 
ever, will probably be reproduc- 
tions of actual performances being 
given at the moment of broad- 
cast. In other words, one will see 
as well as hear the Saturday after- 
noon performances at the Metro- 
politan, 

x «x * 

ONCE THE NOVELTY of this 
. experience has worn off, it is not 
likely that the televised Metropoli- 
tan performances will have any 
greater public following than the 
. ordinary broadcast, First of all, 
visual reproduction will be reduced 
to a screen about two feet square 
or less. The effect will be much 


the same as that of looking at the |- 


stage of the Metropolitan from 
the last row of the family circle 
through the wrong end of a pair 
of opera glasses. The figures will 
be minute and, as the physical 
action of most operas is fairly 
limited, the moving picture pre- 
sented to the eye is not likely to 
have much variety. 

For these and other reasons, the 
ultimate form of the televised 
opera will probably be one spe- 
cially prepared for the medium. 
This opens up any number of In- 
teresting possibilities. Without 
going outside the present list of 
standard operas, there are many 
productions which would be imme- 
diately available for television and 
some of them would require very 
little alteration et ~ stage action.

The 
least ardent music lover gener- 
ally finds something to like in 
Biset’s opera.

When Carmen 
sings the “Habanera,” for in- 
stance, the dramatic significance 
of the text can be intensified by 
the employment of close-ups, first 
of Carmen herself, then Don Jose 
and then various members of the 
ensemble. Changes of mood, which 
are lost to the ordinary operatic 
audience, can thus be made quite 
apparent. Television will also be 
free to bring into view parts of 
the action which usually take 
place offstage or which are cov- 
ered merely by some spoken word 
of one of the characters. The 
scene in Puccini's “Tosca” where 
Cavaradossi’s offstage cries induce 
Tosca to yield to the seductions of 
the Baron Scarpia, can be made 
explicit without altering a note 
of the music. The scene simply 
would shift back and forth from 
Scarpia’s apartment to the torture 
chamber. 

The Wagner operas, of course, 
would have to be transformed en- 
tirely. In the process, no doubt, 
some Of the music would have to 
be sacrificed. For that matter, 
uncut versions of Wagner are 
rarely heard anyhow except on 
festival occasions. The loss, 


therefore, would be handsomely | 
offset by vivid pictorial realiza-. 


tions of Wagner's sthge directions.

Drop one egg into potatoes, 
beat well and add one-half cup un- 
sifted all-purpose flour, pinch of 
nutmeg, three-fourths teaspoon 
salt and one-fourth teaspoon bak- 
ing powder that has been mixed 
together, Beat thoroughly. A half 
hour before the goose is to be 
served, drop dumplings around the 
goose and bake at the same tem- 
perature (325 degrees) for 30 min- 
utes. Excess fat should be drained 
from around the goose before 
dropping the dumplings into the 
drippings, Serves four. 


Steamed Fruit Pudding. 

Sift one-half cup sifted flour 
with one and one-half teaspoons 
baking powder, one-fourth §tea- 
spoon baking soda, one-half cup 
brown sugar, one-half teaspoon 
salt, One-half teaspoon ground cin- 
namon, one-eighth teaspoon 
ground cloves. Add one cup very 
fine dry bread crumbs, one cup 


one-half cup ground suet, one cup 
seedless raisins, one cup chopped 
apples, one-half teaspoon lemon 
rind and mix well. Pour into a 
well greased four-cup mold, cover 
and steam for two hours. 


Serve with lemon hard sauce: 
Cream one-third cup butter until 
soft and smooth. Stir in one and 
one-fourth cup confectioners’ sug- 
ar (firmly packed), mixed with 
pinch of salt, mixing until smooth 
and stiff. Add one-half teaspoon 
lemon rind and four teaspoons 
lemon juice and again beat well. 
Press into a mold or cup and chill 
in refrigerator until hardened, Un- 
mold and cut into serving por- 
tions. Or serve without chilling, 
in fluffy mounds. Five servings.

W es: in stock and on the legitimate stage, Diana Barry- 
more, Crown Princess of the both real and intangible Bar- 
rymore Kingdom of the Theater, got an invitation from movies to 
come west and be the latest of the 
silver screen's golden girls, the first 
one to meet her at the station in Los 
Angeles was her father, the great 
John Barrymore. She and John 
hadn’t seen each other since she was 
a baby. This was when her mother, 
Michael Strange, the poet, was still 
the second Mrs. Barrymore, and John 
was the splendid black-browed Ameri- 
can Hamlet who’d come riding into 
fame in England at London’s Old Vic. 
Times since, had changed. The crowd, 
watching the meeting of father and 
daughter out of the curiosity which 
hedges royalty about, was, according 
to report, immense, and the reports 
(not always kind) of what was said at that first meeting of the 
two as adults are many. Yesterday, at a hotel here in Detroit, 
I was told what was really said at that meeting. John came for- 
ward, an old man now, and looked over the tall chestnut-haired 
girl, Then he said, “Well, I didn’t know I had a daughter as 
beautiful as Hedy Lamarr.” 

The exact tone in which he said these words, and what 
Diana then said, and then what did John say, were not gone 
into. But that John was not, as they say, making conversation, 
is thought certain. 


DIANA BARRYMORE

THERE 1S THE STORY of a radio appearance in which the 
two did a scene from “Romeo and Juliet.” Barrymore was 66 
years old then, and the Romeo part took him back a long way 
over a hard-traveled road, almost forgotten. “Darling, are you 
all right?” he called out gruffly just before they went on the air. 
“I’m all right, Daddy,” she called back, as gruffly. A sudden 
image comes to your mind of twin eagles at the microphones. 
Then he began to read his lines: “It is my lady, it is my love—” 
and Bramwell Fietcher, Diana’s husband, tells me that the old 
man’s voice got thick, and tears streamed down his cheeks, 
There’s another story. Barrymore didn’t want her to repeat any 
of his mistakes. Awkwardly, he warned her against drink. “I 
know, Daddy,” she sa And here’s another story. Diana and 
“Bram” (Fletcher's nickname) were supposed to be getting mar- 
ried (this was in 1942), and John was supposed to be attending 
their wedding. Yet here he was on what turned out to be his 
deathbed. “She’s a Barrymore,” said Barrymore to Fietcher, and 
he spoke freely, because he and his girl’s future husband were 
close friends, “She’s going to be quite a problem. Be good to 
her, you so-and-so.” 
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THE FACTS SEEM that “Bram” is very good to her. 
How shall a few facts be selected from all the facts there are 
to give weight to this impression? Diana, who, from the time 
she was seven, spent all her summers in France or Italy until 
the war broke out, speaks French, German and Italian in addition 
to English, but who wasn’t quite sure which is farther South, 
Missouri or Mississippi, is what might be considered a rather 
unworldly person in many ways. Bram has been her loyal 
courtier, protecting the Crown Princess from the perils that go 
with estates to be inherited, and giving her counsel to her 
advantage, In “readying” my interview with her, he asked me to 
please see she was back in her hotel by such-and-such a time, 
she'd been having the flu and could use a little rest before the 
evening show. When she wanted to let loose with a blast or 
two against Hollywood, where they’d not used her talents right, 
she felt, he went even further with me, saying she shouldn't 
have gone to Hollywood at all when she did, but stayed home 
studying the theater and all the “beautiful lines and parts there 
are in the world.” But, to her face, he swerved her from that 
line of talk. “It is too negative! you can’t build on it.” He 
wanted her to think of the theater alone, and towards what she 
was building in it. 
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THE TWO, WITH THEIR co-star Florence Reed, are tour- 
ing in “Rebecca,” the dramatization of the Daphne Du Maurier 
novel, They'll open a one-week engagement at the American 
Theater in St. Louis Monday. It is prophetic perhaps (or per- 
haps it is just good showmanship on the part of Victor Payne- 
Jennings, the play’s producer) that when on Jan. 18, “Rebecca” 
gets to New York, Diana will open for the first time in a first 
leading part at the Barrymore Theater. My interview with her 
was conducted in several parts and places. The first part was 
in her suite at her hotel where she poured drinks for Fletcher 
and me. “Sir, a Barrymore never pours short drinks,” she 
laughed, when I thought she was calling a “when” on me too 
soon. The second was next day at dinner when she told me, 
indirectly, how she felt about opening at the Barrymore Theater. 
“You’re born into a family, but you have to live it out alone.” 
She and her husband have a New York apartment, in which one 
day she expects to rear children, but they haven’t had a chance 
as yet to live in it. She’s five feet five, and inherits quick wit and 
volatility from both sides of her family.
